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PREFACE. 


The Second Volume of the Reprint of the Proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge covers the years from 1801 to 1810, inclusive. 

We have reached the point in the Proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge when, on account of there being a larger number of Lodges, 
more business was transacted, and more space required to record 
the proceedings. They lose nothing of their interest, however, by 
being recorded more fully, but, on the other hand, it makes the 
work all the more interesting as a historical work, both as regards 
the Grand Lodge and the Subordinate Lodges in Pennsylvania. 

During the period that James Milnor was R. W. Grand Master, 
(1806-1818,) the Grand Officers began to pay more attention to 
the Subordinate Lodges in the way of visitations, and in this vol- 
ume will be found several of Grand Master Milnor 7 s addresses de- 
livered on those occasions. They are able papers, and contain 
advice that is as applicable to-day to the Lodges in Pennsylvania 
as it was eighty-five years ago. 

Much care has been taken in the preparation of a copious index 
for this volume, following the general style of the index of Volume 
I., except that the Lodges are all indexed by their numbers. In 
cases where Lodges have a name, it is given in the proper place 
under the letter in the index, and a reference made as to where it 
can be found, as follows: u Montgomery Lodge, No. 19, Philadel- 
phia (see Lodge No. 19). M 

It is the intention of the Library Committee to issue the suc- 
ceeding volumes of the Reprint, at the rate of two volumes each 
year.

A Communication from Lodge N°- 80, informing of the Ex- 
pulsion of J M for Six Months from 20 th November 

last, was read ; it further informed that if not behaving him- 
self as a Mason ought for to do he is solemnly Excluded for- 
ever. 

Report of Lodge N°- 94 having been duly Constituted the 
7 th July last, was read. 

The Committee on Correspondence made Report on several 
Communications referred to them, which Report was read 
and is in the Words following, Viz : 

“The Grand Committee of Correspondence to whom were 
“ referred the several Communications from the R. W. Grand 
“Lodges of Massachusetts, Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, 
“ New Hampshire, England and Scots Lodge at Marseille in 
“ France do report, that they have considered the said Com- 
“ munications and find, That the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
“ setts do agree with this Grand Lodge and are of Opinion 
“that the Establishment of a Superintending Grand Lodge 
“for all North America would not be expedient and are not 
“disposed to form such a Federation, but desire that a more 
“ frequent Correspondence be kept up between the several 
“ Grand Lodges, and that the Regulations, Bye Laws and 
“ manner of working were uniform and with that view have 
“ made it a constant rule to communicate to all the Grand 
“ Lodges in the United States their Book of Constitutions, 
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“every new Regulation passed and whatever they thought 
“ could be an interesting Article of information and to request 
“ such Communications in return. They express a desire to 
“ receive Letters from the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania with 
“ such Rules and Orders as they may have adopted for the 
“ good of Masonry. Their Communication of May 11 th * 1801, 
“ contains a List of the Grand Officers for that Year, and is 
“ subscribed by T. M. Harris, Corresponding Secretary. 

“ Their next and last Communication is of March 4 th * 1802, 
“ subscribed by the same. It mentions an Order from the 
“ Grand Lodge enjoining it upon their Corresponding Secre- 
tary to transmit Copies of the Rules they adopt and the 
“Regulations they pass to the several Grand Lodges with 
“whom they Correspond in the hope of receiving the like 
“Communications in return, and that the result might be 
“ mutual information and Advantage and some general Agree- 
“ ment as in the great principles of the Institution so likewise 
“ as far as local Circumstances will admit, even in lesser ar- 
“ rangements and regulations. 

“ It also mentions that the great increase of Lodges under 
“their Jurisdiction and the remoteness of many of them from 
“ the Metropolis rendered it extremely difficult, and in some 
“ instances impossible for the Officers of the Grand Lodge to 
“Visit them so frequently as their Rules and their Welfare 
“ required, they have accordingly divided them into Districts, 
“ all the Lodges in which are to be under the inspection, &c., 
“ of a District Deputy Grand Master agreeably to the purport 
“ of a printed paper inclosed. 

“ No change in the List of Grand Officers since the last 
“ Communication, nor anything special occured. 

“ It expresses the hope of Letters and Communications from 
“ this Grand Lodge and wishes for their encreasing prosperity. 

“ The Printed paper contains the Report of the Committee, 
“under the Date of December 14 th ’ 1801, on the Rules, &c., 
“ for dividing the Lodges into Districts, regulates the price for 
“ Making, Crafting and Raising Masons through the Jurisdic- 
“ tion, and fixes the price of New Warrant, or Charters to 
“ Seventy Five Dollars.

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Maryland, 
“ contains a Resolution concerning persons rejected in a Lodge

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, 
“ announces their separation from the Grand Lodge of Vir- 
“ ginia, their Establishment and Organization with the Ap- 
“ probation of the parent Grand Lodge and explains at large 
“ the motives which led to their separation. They offer a re- 
“ ciprocation of Correspondence and Colnmunication with t his 
“ Grand Lodge. It is subscribed by William Murray, Grand

“ land and State of Pennsylvania, Respectively Represents, 
“That he has been for several Years past a Member of said 
“ Lodge N°* 56 that from his own observation of the many 
“ Irregularities, that daily occur, in the said Lodge, he thinks 
“ it his Duty, to come forward and make known to your Right 
“Worshipful Body, who is equally with himself interested in 
“the cause of Masonry, some of the principal facts, touching 
“the said N°* 56, Viz : 

“ 1 st - During Lodge Hours and without being called from

“ intimate Union and establishing a regular and permanent 
“ intercourse betwixt the said Grand Lodges and considering 
" other interesting matters, would be conducive to the Ad- 
“ vancement and respectability of the Ancient Craft.

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Which Report and Resolution were Adopted and the Commit- 
tee of Correspondence directed to write to the different Grand 
Lodges in the United States agreeably thereto. 

The Building Committee made Report which was read and 
is in the words following, Viz : 

“ The Committee appointed by the R. W. Grand Lodge for 
“ the purpose of purchasing or erecting a suitable place for 
“ their Meetings and those of the subordinate Lodges in the 
“ City. Respectfully Report, 

“ That after effecting the purchase of a Building and Lot of 
“ Ground in Filbert Street above Eighth Street of M r - William 
“ Hunter for the Sum of Three Thousand Dollars as has here- 
“ tofore been communicated, they proceeded with all the ex- 
“ pedition that was practicable to fit the same up for Masonic 
“ purposes, that in the projection and conduct of this work the 
“ Committee found themselves surrounded with innumerable 
“ difficulties arising from the novelty of the undertaking, the 
“ variety of Opinion amongst the Brethren as to the most 
“ eligible mode of proceeding and the Anticipation of a prob- 
“ able failure of Funds to complete the same on a scale suflfi- 
“ ciently enlarged. They at length concluded to adopt that 
“ plan which in their Opinion was best calculated to unite 
“ convenience and accommodation with as great a portion of 
“ Elegance as a proper regard to economy would admit and 
“ to rely for support in the undertaking upon the Zeal and 
“ Liberality of the Craft. Measures were thereupon taken for 
“ commencing and prosecuting the intended work and for de- 
fraying the expenses thereof. The several Lodges in the 
“ City were waited upon and solicited for Loans and individ- 
“ ual contributions. The Success with which the Applications 
“of the Committee were attended was such as to Warrant and 
“ Encourage a continuance of their intentions, and they have 
“ only to regret that with respect to private subscriptions there 
“ has not since been so universal a Co-operation of the Breth- 
“ ren as they then imagined there was reason to expect, for 
“ although many have generously contributed in proportion 
“ to their ability, others have withheld their mite, while at the 
“ same time many worthy individuals have been prevented by 
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“ circumstances not in their power to controul from comply- 
“ ing with what otherwise their well known regard for the In- 
“ terest of the Craft would have induced. 

“ The Grand Lodge will learn from the Books of the Com- 
“mittee, which will be laid before them with this Report, the 
“ Amount of the Loans and private Contributions. To the 
“ same Documents the Committee refer them for a knowledge 
“ of the different Items of Expenditure to which the Money 
“raised has been applied, the Amount in which they now 
“ stand indebted, and the Sum that will be requisite for com- 
“ pletely finishing the building. The Committee trust that 
“ although the Sum expended may appear large, the Grand 
“ Lodge will duly appreciate what has been obtained by them 
“ in lieu thereof and that they will bear in Mind that many 
“improvements not Originally contemplated, as well as the 
“ purchase of a considerable quantity of New Furniture con- 
“ tribute to swell the Account. It now appears that after ap- 
“ plying the Money appropriated to this Object by the R. W. 
“ Grand Lodge, the Loans of the different Lodges and individ- 
“ ual Subscriptions so far as they have been collected, the 
“ Committee are left in Debt $1500 which ought to be paid 
“ with the utmost possible dispatch. 

“Thus Circumstanced they cannot doubt but that the 
“ Authors of their Appointment, (who have already in so flat- 
“ tering a manner signified their approbation of the proceed- 
“ ings of their Committee,) will feel an anxiety proportioned 
“ to the urgency of the occasion and immediately adopt such 
“ measures as may be thought most advisable for paying off 
“ all arrearages and conducting the whole business to a speedy 
“ close. 

“ If it was considered disreputable to our Ancient and re- 
“ spectable Order not to possess in such a City as this, accom- 
“modations suited to their character, it will be little less 
“ disreputable to leave the work which has been thus far ad- 
“ vanced in any respect unfinished and above all to permit 
“their Enemies, (if such exist,) to advance a well grounded as- 
sertion that they have been wanting either in Honour or 
“ ability to discharge their just engagements.

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“ On the best consideration which the Committee have been 
“ enabled to give the Subject, they are of opinion that it would 
“ be adviseable to adopt the following Measures which they 
“ accordingly recommend to the attention of the Grand Lodge, 
“ observing at the same Time that they are intended to aid 
“ and not to supercede any Thing that may yet be intended, 
“ either by Lodges or individual Members in the way of Loans 
“ or Contributions. 

“ 1. That the Grand Lodge recommend to all the Lodges 
“ meeting in their Hall, to appropriate and pay over to 
“ this Committee not less than Five nor more than Ten 
“ Dollars out of each Initiation Fee. This Measure has 
“ already been adopted in several Lodges. 

“2. That the price of a Warrant be raised to Fifty Dollars 
“ and that Twenty of the same be paid to this Com- 
“ mittee. 

“ 3. That each Lodge meeting in the Hall pay an annual 
“ Rent of Forty Dollars which shall be applied to the 
“ payment of Interest on the Money loaned and the 
“Surplus to be paid to this Committee. 

“ 4. That each Chapter and Encampment meeting in the 
“ Hall pay an Annual Rent of Twenty Dollars to be 
“ applied in like manner with the foregoing. 

“ 5. That the price of Certificates be raised from §2.27 to 
“ §3, and that the amount arising therefrom, except 
“ the Fees of the Grand Secretary, be paid to this Com- 
“ mittee. 

“ 6. That the price of Dispensations be raised from Six to 
“Seven Dollars and that the Amount arising there- 
“ from, except the Fees of the Grand Secretary, be paid 
“ to this Committee. 

“ The Committee beg leave to suggest that in extending 
“ their Notice to the foregoing variety of means, they continue 
“ to keep in view not only the payment of the existing Debt, 
“ but the full completion of the Building, and when it is con- 
“ sidered how much credit the institution has derived from the 
“ progress already made, it is presumed there can be but one 
“ sentiment on the subject of persevering in our efforts to make 
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“ it a finished work. It must also be observed that the pro- 
“ posed measures will be but of temporary continuance. When- 
“ ever the purpose for which they are entered into is obtained 
“they will cease, but in the Opinion of the Committee, that 
“ purpose ought not to be considered as obtained until this 
“ valuable property is compleatly cleared of incumbrances by 
“ a full discharge of the Debts arising from its improvement 
“ as well as the Monies that have been borrowed. In the 
“ above plan they persuade themselves their Brethren will per- 
“ ceive nothing that will be burthensome or unequal in its 
“ operation and the Committee in offering it for Consideration, 
“ having no seperate Interests to advance, will chearfully yield 
“ to the suggestions of others if their reflections on the subject 
“ should suggest a better mode than what is now proposed,. 

“ They conclude with submitting the following additional 
“ Propositions. 

“1. That the Room on the Ground Floor be appropriated 
“ for a School and that the Committee be authorized to 
“ let the same to some respectable Teacher, (who is a 
“Mason,) at a reasonable Rent, the Amount of which 
“ shall be paid by the education of such a number of 
“ Children of poor Brethren as at the Ordinary rates of 
“ Tuition will be equal to the same, provided that 
“ should not a sufficient Number of Scholars offer the 
“ balance of the Rent shall be paid in Money. 

“ 2. That such Lodges as are willing to accept of a certifi- 
“ cate for the Amount loaned by them, instead of a 
“ Mortgage, be furnished with the same under the Seal 
“ of the Grand Lodge.

“Beware of Certificates with the following Words engraved 
“under an Arch at the Top, Yiz : 

“Lodge N°- 57, Royal Naval Lodge of Independence, Wap- 
“ ping, of the Most Ancient and most Honourable Society of 
“ Free and Accepted Masons of England (according to the Old 
“Constitutions).” 

“We have no such Lodge, nor ever had any such under 
“ our Constitution. 

“ The above Certificates are, in other Respect, an Imitation 
“ and Piracy taken from our Lodge Certificates ; engraved 
“with Emblems of Masonry, the Armorial bearings of our 
“Right Worshipful Grand Lodge and Seal. Fabricated by 
“ an Expelled Mason, and intended to pass and impose upon 
“our Ancient Order, particularly in America. 

“ It has become necessary to guard against Imposition, and

“ others, are most actively employed in villifying, and attempt- 
ing to bring into Disrepute, the Ancient Craft in these 
“ Kingdoms.

“ That by a Letter to the Grand Lodge of June 18 th , 1803, 

“ he states that in consequence of said information he gave N 0,

“ That these Depositions he has transmitted to the G. L. to- 
“ gether with a Copy Certified by the Secretary of the Lodge 
“ of the Appointment on the 13 th April, 1802, of a Committee # 
“ to take Depositions respecting the charge and of their Report, 

“ as also of a paper addressed to the Grand Lodge with the 
“ Seal of the Lodge, countersigned by the Secretary, and signed 
“ by the Officers of the Lodge and others, a Committee ap- 
pointed in consequence of Bro r - Gustines said Notice, to 
“ Arrange the different papers and forward them to the G. L. 

“ for substantiating the charge and to examine the Depositions 
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“ handed to the Lodge by Bro r * Gustine to rebut the charge, 
“ who report that having fully investigated for and against 
“ they recommend: 1 st That the Documents for and against 
“Bro r * Gustine be transmitted under the Seal of the Lodge to 
“ the G. L. for their decision. 2 d - That an investigation of 
“the Characters of the Witnesses for and against be also sent, 
“ and conclude thus Under these impressions, We the Committee 
“ recommend him to the Mercy of the Grand Lodge . 

“ Your Committee further state, that J. de Bruler is the only 
“Witness who oh Oath supports the charge as being within 
“his own knowledge. Of this Witness the Lodge only say 
“ * when first his Deposition was taken we were in general un- 
“ acquainted with him. He is a Cowan.’ The Committee 
“ of April, 1802, say from his information they believe the 
“words as stated by Thomas Stephenson were made use of to 
“ Bro r - Cooper. Hamilton Cooper on Oath states that in a 
“conversation with Thomas Stephenson, the said Thomas 
“ Stephenson said he would be damned if he would not swear 
“that Doct r - Gustine had been guilty as charged. Of this 
“Witness the Lodge only report that ' he was a Member of 
“the Lodge at the commencement of this unhappy business.’ 
“ By their proceedings of April, 1802, they state him to have 
“ acted on pure principles of Masonry. Thomas Stephenson 
“is the only other Witness in support of the Charge. He 
“ states, (not on Oath,) that he does not know of any Offence of 
“the kind charged being committed by Doct r - Gustine and 
“ that he is entirely ignorant concerning it, and that he did 
“not tell Cooper that he would swear, &c., as stated in 
“ Cooper’s Affidavit. Of Stephenson the Lodge say ‘ we know 
“ nothing of him only he is a Cowan.’ The Committee of 
> “April, 1802, say of him, * Your Committee found Thomas 
“ Stephenson so equivocal that they are of opinion no weight 
“ ought to attach to any thing he had said and they have no 
“ doubt of his having said to Hamilton Cooper as said Cooper 
“has stated.’ 

“Your Committee think the foregoing statement fully suffi- 
cient to recommend that the sentence of Lodge N°* 12 be 
“annulled even on the Testimony in support of it. They 
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“ however add the following from the Depositions of the Wit- 
“ nesses examined and Sworn on the part of Bro r - Gustine. 

“ Solomon Hollingsworth says he knows De Bruler to be 
“ addicted to lying and mischief making by false and scan- 
“ dalous misrepresentations. Hollingsworth is stated by the 
“ Lodge to be a worthy, honest, peaceable Man, not a Mason. 
“ J. G. Dowdall a Justice, &c., certifies to the veracity of Hol- 
“ lingsworth and that no dependence ought to be placed in De 
“ Bruler. 

“ Dowdall is reported by the Lodge as a worthy Character, 
“ a P. M., &c. 

“ Samuel Drake, P. M. says he heard Debruler say in the 
“ most positive and solemn manner on or near the same Day 
“ on which he gave his Evidence ag l - Gustine, that he never 
“ had seen Gustine in the situation stated in his Testimony 
“ and that he believed it to be false and never heard it but 
“from a Black Woman. S. Drake also considers Debruler’s 
“ word not to be depended upon. 

“ The Lodge state S. Drake to be a worthy, honest Character. 

“ Conrad Kraemer, P. M. was present at the above men.- 
“ tioned discourse between S. Drake and J. De Bruler and says 
“ the statement by S. Drake is correct. 

“ Elizabeth Cadwallader says De Bruler lodged with her at 
“the Time he gave his Testimony, has often since wished he 
“ was Dead for he could never keep his Tongue to himself, 
“ owing as Deponent believed to a conviction of his having 
“ wronged Gustine. Deponent also says that Debruler is the 
“ most addicted to telling of Lies of any that she has known 
“ and that she could not believe anything he said. 

“ The Lodge know nothing of her. 

“ George Myers was well acquainted with Debruler and can 
“ put no confidence in what he says. 

“ The Lodge know nothing of this Deponent. 

“ Isaac Woodrow says that immediately before Debruler ap- 
“ peared before the Lodge, Gustine took hiip to Debruler and 
“ Gustine asked him if he had ever said he saw him (Gustine) 
“ in the situation stated in the Charge, to which Debruler An- 
“ swered he wished he might be d — d if ever he said so or 
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“ if ever he saw any such thing. After he had given his Evi- 
“ dence to the Lodge, Deponent asked him how he could do it 
“ after having so denied and that Debruler replied it was be- 
“ cause the Doctor had charged him so high for his Medicine 
“ and MP- so high for his Board. 

“ Your Committee therefore submit the following Resolu- 
“ tions, Viz : 

“Resolved, That the Sentence of Lodge N°* 12, Expelling 
“Bro r - Joel T. Gustine is totally unsupported by Testimony

“ That in the Opinion of Your Committee such a Measure is 
“ neither expedient, proper, nor consistent with the nature and 
“ design of our institutions. The only ostensible reason for 
“ seeking this Novel appendage is the more certain security of 
“ Titles to real Estate ; but when it is considered how little 
“ danger or inconvenience attends the creation of Trusts for 
“ this purpose, in the hands of solid and respectable Members 
“ of the Fraternity, and their occasional renewal on the demise 
“of any considerable Number of such Trustees, Your Com- 
“mittee cannot consider this object as of any pressing necessity, 
“ and any benefits to be derived from it, they apprehend, would 
“be counter balanced by evils and dangers of an incalculable 
“ extent. They trust indeed, that they will not be considered 
“ as betraying a warmth of feeling beyond what the occasion 
“calls for, when they declare their settled conviction, that 
“ Charters of Incorporation, engrafted on Masonic establish- 
“ments, are by far the most serious and alarming innovations 
“that have ever threatened their Secrecy, Harmony, good 
“order and perpetuity. Has it been considered, Your Com- 
“ mittee would ask, that by the acceptance of a Charter the 
“ Masonic institution becomes the creature of the Civil Gov- 
“ ernment, that its freedom of Action and independence are 
“destroyed, that its conduct becomes subjected to external 
“ controul and restraint, and that instead of being accountable 
“ only to the great Architect, it becomes a responsible member 
“ of the political body ? The usual incidents of incorporated 
“ institutions will of course be annexed to these ; and one of 
“the most prominent is their being subject to judicial pro- 
“ cess, not only in the capacity of suing and being sued for 
“pecuniary demands, but on the complaints of individuals, 
“ who may be induced to resort to the legal Tribunals of the 
“ Country, for the redress of such real or imaginary wrongs, as 
“ ought only to be redressed or considered in the bosom of the 
“ Lodge. Thus may our most secret transactions be exposed 
“ to the observation, criticism, and sneers of the uninitiated, 
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“whenever a disappointed Candidate for Office, or an un- 
“ worthy expelled Brother shall choose to resort to a Court for 
“ the satisfaction of an alledged or pretended injury ; On such 
“ application the grounds of our decisions will be examined, 
“and after an unwarrantable and ruinous exposure of pro- 
ceedings, which the nature of our Society requires to be 
“ sacred and confidential, we may be subjected to the painful 
“ necessity of seeing our ancient and inviolable Land marks 
“ disregarded, and set at nought, by Men, who, however other- 
“ wise wise and learned, have not a view of the whole ground, 
“ and are in consequence ignorant of their utility and insen- 
“ sible of the beautiful consistent aspect they present to the 
“Masonic observer. Your Committee will not more particu- 
“ larly advert to other inconveniencies of a similar nature, nor 
“ to still more alarming evils which in the course of human 
“ events, and the urgency of political circumstances, might 
“possibly, in their Opinion, ensure the adoption of this 
“ measure, nor do they mean to dwell on the impolicy of en- 
“ couraging a spirit of insubordination, by suffering dissatisfied 
“ individuals to hope for any extraneous aids against the oc- 
“ casional censures, or other acts of the bodies to which they 
“ belong. They will only add that the Grand Lodge of Eng- 
“ land once agreed to apply for a Charter of Incorporation, 
“ and a Bill was introduced into Parliament for that purpose, 
“but no sooner was its pernicious tendency discovered, than

“ Paternal Advices contribute to render our Humble Labours 
“more agreeable to the Sublime Architect of the World. 
“ However R. W. G. M. and W. G. 0. we have always en- 
“ deavoured to practice the lessons which your worthy pre- 
“ cepts have imbibed in our Hearts. The Inspecting of our 
“ Minutes will convince you, we hope, that our work has been 
“ regularly conducted and that we have constantly en- 
“ deavoured to deserve the continuation of your esteem and 
“ Confidence by acting as true and faithful Masons ; may we 
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“'meet with your approbation and it shall be our dearest re- 
“ ward. 

“ Perhaps R. W. G. M. and W. G. 0. it will not escape your 
“ notice, how small is at present the number of our Brethren ; 
“truly, it is with concern that we must say that for some 
“ years past, the sundry Revolutions of the Political World 
“have displaced its Inhabitants and removed far from us 
“many Members of this Lodge who were called to their 
“ Native Country by their own Concerns, and I am bold to 
“ declare it in your presence, that it is only to the persever- 
“ ance and Zeal of the few remaining here, that this Temple 
“ owes its existence at this moment. Considering the many 
“ difficulties that we had to encounter from the Moment of 
“the desertion, the Labours encreasing and revolving upon a 
“small number, became unequally supported and Conse- 
“ quently had been more sensibly felt ; our Finances extremely 
“ reduced by the absence of many parting Brethren became at 
“ once inadequate to our wants and at what Time were we re- 
“ duced in such a state of penury ? it was, when every Day, 
“ were pouring upon this Land of Hospitality our unfortunate 
“ Countrymen flying from the Dagger of their Murderers ; it 
“ was, when Men destitute of every Comfort, pennyless 
“Widows, Orphans in rags, escaped from the Bloody Thirst 
“ of the Tygers of S t4 Domingo, came at the Door of our 
“ Temple and made a solemn Appeal to the Mercy to the Be- 
nevolence of Masons. Was not such an Affecting, such a 
“ tearing spectacle, fit to strike to the Heart of the Man of 
“ feelings? So we could not be deaf to the Voice of those un- 
“ fortunate beings, we lended them a succourable Hand, but 
“ also, although little was our gift, we do not blush to confess 
“ it, that it went beyond our means, and by a liberality rather 
“ imprudent, we found ourselves considerably indebted to our 
“ Treasurer. R. W. G. M. and W. G. Off. this is the only and 
“true cause why Lodge N°* 73 has been backward in fulfill- 
“ ing its Duties towards the W. G. Lodge of Pennsylvania in 
“ not discharging Timely its Dues. But here we must speak 
“ with frankness, repenting Children we address to our Merei- 
“ful Fathers. We know Your Hearts too well not to be eon- 
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“ vinced that you will take into Consideration the Motives of 
“ this delay and that you will treat us with indulgence and 
“ kindness. Meanwhile Conscious of having been led out of 
“the path of our Dutjq we have taken the means of putting 
“our finances in Order and our first occupation has been to 
“ make out the Account of our Dues, from which it results 
“ that we are indebted to the W. G. L. of Penns a * for a Sum 
“of about §100 ; finding ourselves unfortunately at this 
“ Moment in the impossibility of discharging this sum imme- 
“ diately, we have thought proper to Petition the R. W. G. L. 
“ in Order to be in part exonerated, or to beg for a reasonable 
“ Time to satisfy its claim and we shall submit with resigna- 
“ tion to what the W. G. L. may be pleased to decide. 

“ Now W. G. M. and W. G. Off 8 * permit us to present our 
“ best Thanks to the Supreme Maker of all Being, to call for 
“ his Benediction upon you and the Members of the W. G. L. 
“ of Penns’ 1 * and to Congratulate ourselves in a Masonic way 
“ of the pleasure we feel to possess you all this Evening in 
“ Lodge N°*73” 

Whereupon, Resolved, That Lodge N°* 73 be exonerated 
from the payment of their Grand Lodge Dues which have ac- 
crued up to S*- John’s Day in June last. 

A Letter from Bro r * George Manypenny, S. W., of Lodge N°* 
92, held at Union Town, dated 5 th September last, to Bro r * 
Baker, Grand Secretary, was read. It stated than an Extra 
Lodge had been called to receive the Petitions of Two Appli- 
cants and that at their next stated Lodge Night but Eight 
Days after receiving the Petitions, they had been Accepted 
and were Initiated, that some of the Members were doubtful 
as to the propriety of such proceeding and requested Bro r - 
Baker to give them information on the subject. Bro r * Baker 
stated to the G. L. that he had informed Bro r * Manypenny 
that such proceedings were irregular and that he had referr’d 
him for further information, respecting the receiving of Ap- 
plications from Candidates and the Proceedings to be had 
thereon, to the parts of Ahiman Rezon respecting the same. 

An Address from the Officers of Lodge N°* 100, dated the 
17 th June last, was read. It stated that they had been in- 
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formed that Bro rs - William Park and Andrew Schooley had, 
or were about applying to this G. L. for a Warrant to hold a 
Lodge at or near the Nob Mountain, (being the Petition pre- 
sented and read in G. L. on the 3 d June last, praying for a 
Warrant for holding a Lodge in Bloom Township, North- 
umberland County, but which by reason of its not being duly 
recommended, was Ordered to lie on the Table,) to which they 
entered their Objections. 1 st * That the Lodge were but 
Eleven in Number at that Time, and most of them but New 
in Masonry, on which Account they had scarcely a sufficient 
choice at Elections. 2 nd - That the Lodge is indebted to In- 
dividuals for Money Advanced for the Warrant and Other 
Articles belonging to the Lodge, and that if Bro rs - Park and 
Schooley should withdraw, their Numbers would be lessen'd 
and would perhaps prevent some others from joining them ;

“ day before S L John the Evangelist’s Day, every Year, when 
“an Election for Officers will be made in the Lodge by 
“ Ballot where the choice shall be determined by the greatest 
“ Number ; Should any Two so Ballotted for have an equal 
“ Number, then the Master shall give the Casting Vote.” 

The said Report recommended the striking out the whole 
of the Ninth Article which reads as follows, to Wit : “ If any 
“ person is desirous to become a Mason, he is to send his re- 
“ quest in Writing to a Member of this Lodge, who, if he sup- 
“ poses the Applicant worthy of the benefits will at the first 
“ Lodge Night present the same and he shall be Ballotted for 
“unless reasonable Objections are made; An Applicant who 
“ may desire to have an Extra Lodge called may obtain it by 
“giving Three Days previous Notice and paying the necessary 
“ expences of the Evening, but before this, such a Brother who 
“ presents such Application, (If it be the desire of the Appli- 
“ cant,) shall shew him the Constitution and Bye Laws of the 
“ Lodge that he may be undeceived by what is required of a 
“ Mason.” 

On the Question being taken on striking out the same it 
was carried in the Affirmative. 

And the said Report recommended the following to be sub- 
stituted in lieu of the said Ninth Article so stricken out, Viz :

“ Ohio, which is only Three Miles from the Old Mingo Towns 
“ and in the same State.

“ late from S l - Domingo, whose Officers were then at S 1 * Yago, 
“pleading the absolute necessity to put an end to the said 
“ scandals and irregularities, by giving to true Masons a cen- 
“ tral point to unite themselves in and establishing a Tribunal 
“ that might judge and punish the guilty, or at least give them 
“ an opportunity to return and follow the paths of Wisdom 
“and Virtue. 

“ That the said R. W. Mathieu Dupotet, though convinced 
“ that his Authority and of the Provincial Grand Lodge of S*- 
“ Domingo, had been superceded by the removal from the 
“ Island, as well as the subordinate Warrants, yielding to the 
“ imperiousness of Circumstances and convinced that the es- 
tablishment of a Lodge at S L Yago was the only means to 
“ put a stop to those evils and to render to Masonry those ad- 
“ vantages it would otherwise have lost by the confusion and 
“ Anarchy wherein it had fallen in that City, thought proper 
“ and even indispensable, to submit the whole to a Grand 
“ Committee he called for the purpose at Baracoa aforesaid, on 
“ the 6 th of August, 5805, and the result of their deliberations 
“ was that for the reasons above stated, under the most imper- 
“ ious Circumstances, and in Order to promote the respecta- 
bility and Advancement of the Order, they Resolved to Au- 
thorize our Worthy Brother, Morel de Guiramond, Master 
“of Lodge La Concorde, N a 88, to open the said Lodge until 
“ further Orders conforming themselves to General Regulations 
“ of Masonry and those of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania.” 

“ That the said Lodge was by virtue of said Authorization, 
“ opened at S 1 Yago, and have since proceeded to their works 
“ with the regularity and Zeal which are the Characteristic 
“ of True Masons and that they pray the R. Worshipful Grand 
“ Lodge to sanction their Works and the continuance thereof. 

“ Your Committee are sensible that the powers of the Pro- 
“ vincial Grand Master and Grand Lodge had absolutely 
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“ceased, but they are of opinion that the Conduct and inter- 
“ ference of the R. W. G. Master and other Members of the 
“ Provincial Grand Lodge of Domingo, to save Masonry 
“ from disgrace in a Country where the People are already so 
“ much prepossessed against it, and at a Time when the most 
“ imperious necessity commanded an immediate remedy, are 
“laudable and deserve the approbation and thanks of this 
“Grand Lodge. 

“Your Committee offer the following Resolutions. 

“ Resolved, That so much of the Resolutions of the R. W. 
“Grand Lodge of the 7 th of April last past, as Vacates the 
“Provincial Grand Lodge of S L Domingo and the Warrant of 
“ Lodge N°* 88, be rescinded. 

“Resolved, That the Powers and jurisdiction of the Pro- 
“ vincial Grand Master and Grand Lodge, late of S** Domingo 
“ be extended to the Island of Cuba, over the Lodges formerly 
“ constituted at S*- Domingo aforesaid, until the further Orders 
“ of this Grand Lodge.

“ sidered the same and find that on the Sixth Day of June

“ counts are Dated July 14 th * 5806, and Signed Thomas Stock-

“Your Committee observe that the Returns of Members are 
“ from Jan y * l st? 5789, and the Accounts of Dues are only from 
“ June the First, 5804, “ to June the 24 th » 5806, which makes 
“ above Fifteen Years not accounted for. That Brother Grand 
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“ Secretary has informed Your Committee that on the Second 
“ of July, 1781, the Sum of £5. 19, was paid by the said Lodge 
“and is the only payment ever made by them, 

“ That said Lodge N 0, 14, have been regularly notified by 
“ the Grand Secretary as One of the Delinquent Lodges, but 
“that regardless of such notification and of their most Sacred 
“ Duty to this R. W. Grand Lodge they have neglected to 
“ comply therewith. 

“Your Committee observe further, That Bro r * Archibald 
“ Hamilton, the representative of that Lodge having on the 
“ Day aforesaid, offered the Sum of Fifty Dollars in full of 
“ their Dues in open Grand Lodge, and finding that several 
“Members objected to it, expressly did declare, That those 
“ were the only Terms he was authorized to offer and unless 
“this Grand Lodge would accept of them, Lodge N°* 14 Con- 
“ sidered themselves independent of this Grand Lodge, because 
“Lodge N°* 14 was no more, as they had taken a Warrant 
“ from another Grand Lodge in the State of Delaware, by the

“ Your Committee are of Opinion that agreeably to Ancient

“enable them to obtain a Warrant from any regular Grand

“Your Committee therefore propose the following Resolu-

“of Regulations which were read, amended Unanimously 
“ratified and Confirmed; That they Resolved, that Warrants

“ to the several Lodges within that State, to wit : to N°* 14, A 
“Warrant under the Title of Washington Lodge at Wilming- 
“ton N°- 1 ; to N°- 33, a Warrant under the Title of

“tained in the said Pamphlet and find that besides many 
“ irregularities, the 7 Sect, of Art. II. contains the following : 
“ The Grand Master, Deputy G. M. and G. Wardens shall 
“ severally at the Time of their installation make the following 
“ declaration “ I solemnly promise upon the Honour of a Mason , 
“ that in the Office of I will according to my best abilities, 

“ strictly comply with the Laws and Regulations of this Grand 
“ Lodge and all other Ancient Masonic Usages.” 

“ Your Committee are conscious that the R. W. Grand 
“ Lodge of Pennsylvania would see with pleasure a Grand 
“ Lodge established in a Sister State, whereby Masonry would 
“ be highly benefitted, the works of the Lodges would be better 
“ superintended and the mode of working would become more 
“ uniform. Rut such Grand Lodge, before it can be Acknowl- 
edged, must be regularly established agreeably to the 
“Ancient Usages handed to us from so many ages, which we 
“ are all bound to support. 

“ Your Committee are sensible that Five Lodges at least are 
“ indispensably necessary to form themselves into a Grand 
“Lodge; and the regular proceedings in that case if not 
“ sufficiently known by the Brethren, can be easily obtained 
“ from the Officers or Members of any Grand Lodge. Every 
“ subordinate Lodge must know that previous to their with- 
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“ drawing from the Jurisdiction of their Mother Grand Lodge 
“ they should apply to them, settle their Dues and impart to 
“ them their intention and motives, in order to part from them 
“ in a Brotherly manner, obtain the necessary information and 
“ assistance which is never refused. 

“ Your Committee see with pains that of the Four Lodges 
“who have so irregularly endeavoured to form themselves 
“ into a Grand Lodge, Three, to wit : N°- 14, 33 and 96 were at 
“ the Time of the proceedings aforementioned, working under 
“ Warrants from your R. W. Grand Lodge ; that they have not 
“ settled their Dues which must be considerable, and have not 
“given the least Notice of their intentions and doings. 

“ Your Committee would not do justice to their own feelings, 
“and would be wanting in their duty and respect to the 
“ R. W. Grand Lodge, were they to dwell any longer upon the 
“ so many striking irregularities and wants of knowledge dis- 
“ played throughout the proceedings analyzed in the present 
“ Report. They beg leave to offer the following Resolutions :

A Deposition taken before the R. W. Deputy Grand Master 
was presented and read, and is in the words following, to wit : 

“ Before me, Frederick Wolbert, Esq r ** One of the Judges of 
“ the Court of Common Pleas for the First District of Penn- 
sylvania, Personally appeared William M c Rea, of the City 
“ of Philadelphia, a Clergyman of the Kirk of Scotland, who 
“ being duly sworn according to Law did depose and say, 
“That in and previously to the Year of Our Lord, One 
“Thousand Seven Hundred and Ninety, the Deponent re- 
“ sided in the State of North Carolina as a Clergyman and had 
“ the Charge of Four Congregations. That Duncan MacFar- 
“land, now a Member of Congress for the said State, was a 
“Member and Elder of One of those Congregations, and was 
“ well known to this Deponent. That the said Duncan Mac- 
“Farland was born, as this Deponent believes and is assured 
“ within a few Miles of Fayetteville in the said State, and that 
“ he the said Duncan never was in Scotland, much less born 
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“ there. That in the Year One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
“ Eighty Eight or Eighty Nine, a certain John M c Kennis died 
“ at the House of the said Duncan ; and the said Duncan took 
“ possession, as a Creditor, of the property of the said John 
“ M c Kennis. That the said John M G Kennis was a Member of 
“ the Society of Free Masons, and had a Certificate thereof 
“from Old Killwilling Lodge N°* 45, under the Ancient Juris- 
“ diction of the Grand Lodge of Scotland. That this Deponent 
“frequently saw the said Certificate in the Hands of the said 
“ John M c Kennis and often cautioned him against shewing it 
“so publicly. That after the .Death of the said M c Kennis, 
“ this Deponent saw in the Hands of the said Duncan M c Far- 
“ land, a Certificate purporting to be a Certificate of the said 
“ Old Killwilling Lodge that he the said Duncan MacFarland, 
“ was a Member thereof ; but that this Deponent knows that 
“this Certificate was the Certificate belonging to the said John 
“ M c Kennis, and verily believes that the Name of the said 
“ John M c Kennis was erased therefrom by the said Duncan, 
“ and the Name of the said Duncan M c Farland was inserted, 
“ for purposes of fraud in the place thereof ; and this deponent 
“further says that he spoke upon the subject, to the said 
“ Duncan MacFarland and told him that he the said Duncan 
“MacFarland was not a Mason and never had been in Scot- 
“ land ; and further that he the Deponent knew the Certificate 
“to be that of John M c Kennis. That the said Duncan did 
“not deny these assertions, but requested the Deponent not to 
“mention it and offered him Ten Pounds to be silent. The 
“Deponent replied, that if ^ever the said Duncan M c Farland, 
“ should attempt to enter a Lodge the Deponent would expose 
“him. The Deponent shortly after left North Carolina and 
“has since understood that the said Duncan M c Farland has 
“ fraudulently intruded himself into a Lodge of Free Masons 
“at New Bern in the State aforesaid by means of the said 
“ Certificate. (Sign’d) “ Will. M c Crea, M. A. 
“Sworn and Subscribed (the words and “ V. M. D.” 

“ previously to “ in the Sixth Line 
“ and the words ” not to mention it, 

“ and offered him Ten Pounds to be

“ this 10 th Day of September, 1806. 

(Sign’d) “Fred k - Wolbert.” 

Whereupon, On Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, 
That the Grand Secretary transmit a Copy of the said Depo- 
sition to the R. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina.

An Address of Bro r - John Crawford, M. D., late R. W. 
Grand Master of Masons in Maryland, delivered by him in 
the Grand Lodge of Maryland on the 14 th May last, previous 
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to his resigning the Chair, accompanied the said Communica- 
tion ; the same was read and Ordered to be entered on the 
Minutes and is in the words following, to wit : 

“ My much respected and highly esteemed Brothers, 

“ Having for nearly Six Years been honoured with the 
“ superintendency of this distinguished society, I cannot take 
“ my leave of you, without expressing my warmest Thanks for 
“ the ample support you have at all Times afforded me. 

“ When I undertook the important Office, conscious of the 
“ great responsibility attached to the situation, and of my in- 
“ capacity to perform the Duties that must devolve upon me, 
“in an adequate manner, I solicited your indulgence for 
“ Errors that might result from want of knowledge, but as- 
“ sured you I should not fail in exertions, sensible of being 
“ animated with the warmest Zeal to supply every deficiency 
“ to the utmost of my power. I am well convinced that in 
“ many respects I have fallen much short of the object I aimed 
“ at, but never from a moment of indifference, or a lessening 
“ of that ardour by which I was actuated on my coming into 
“Office. My Heart’s best affections have been unremittingly 
“ devoted to the prosperity of the Order, connected, as I well 
“ know it is, with everything dear to Man. 

“ My private avocations will no longer suffer me to continue 
“ in the Chair, as the Duties of it require more Time and at- 
“ tention than are compatible with Interests that must not be 
“ neglected. Hence it becomes necessary that you should 
“ turn your thoughts to the selection of One, whose Virtues 
“ and knowledge render him worthy of so eminent a station. 

“ Such a Character may certainty be found, and such a 
“ Character merits your undivided suffrage. You cannot, in- 
“ deed, too seriously occupy your minds with a choice on 
“ which every thing valuable in Masonry must very much 
“ depend. The respectability of the Order is intimately con- 
“ nected with the propriety of Conduct of those who are placed 
“at its head. 

“ I have been long endeavouring to prove that the object of 
“ our Labours has ever had, directly in view, a commemora- 
“ tion of the Will of God as revealed to man either as con-

“ tained in Holy writ, or handed down to us by tradition, and 
“ I hope in a short time, to adduce irresistable evidence, that 
“were it not for the revelation so made, we should never have 
“ formed a conception of any of the Arts and sciences, con- 
“ ceived any Idea of the existence of a God, or consequently, 
“ of our having any relation to him whatsoever. It is a truth 
“ of which I am firmly persuaded that in our having had thus 
“imparted to us these important Doctrines, we are chiefly 
“ distinguishable from the inferior animals. There is not an 
“ individual amongst us, who can doubt, that Masonry has 
“ been uniformly strenuous in enforcing a strict observance of 
“the Laws contained in holy writ, although he might hesitate 
“ in admitting the Authenticity of their Origin. 

“ Those then who have the chief direction of our affairs, 
“ should give conspicuous proofs of their firm belief of the re- 
ligious designs they are enjoined to inculcate. It is as- 
“ suredly obvious that in proportion to our solicitude in pro- 
“ moting these designs, the purpose of Masonry must be more 
“ or less perfectly fulfilled. 

“It is one of our firmly established rules, that discussions 
“ on Religion or politics, should never be admitted within the 
“Walls of our Temple, — certainly an excellent rule ! There 
“ are no subjects more likely to stir up the Angry passions, or 
“to be subversive of that harmony which was from the begin- 
“ ning, one great aim of our institution. But from thence, it 
“ does not follow that we are to exclude every consideration of 
“Religion of policy. Without the First, we should have no 
“ need of restraining turbulence ; were it not for the last, we 
“ should be devoid of form, and degenerate into confusion. 

“The injunction against the admission of Religious and 
“ political Questions, could never have obtained, had not such 
“ discussions been usual, nor would it have been adopted if the 
“ agitation of such questions had not proved injurious. But 
“ as all our Charges, and every progressive step we take in 
“ Masonry refer to revelation, or to tradition most evidently 
“ derived from the same source, we cannot preserve even a 
“ semblance of consistency, and deny a gift of the Almighty, 
“ which constitutes one of the most essential characteristics of 
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“ our species. It will not be hazarding too much to assert 
“ that our institution will never recover its ancient splendour, 
“ until the Members of it become open and unqualified be- 
“lievers. Then, and not till then, may we repeat at the 
“ closing of our Lodges, with becoming propriety, * That we 
“ have not laboured in vain, nor spent our strength for naught, 
“ for our work is with the Lord, and our recompense with our 
“ God/ Nor can we, until this generally prevails, hope to be 
“ freed from the obloquy which has so long attached to us, an 
“ obloquy which commenced with the opinion that Masonry 
“ professed only the religion of Nature, and, in violation of 
“ common sense, and evidences incapable of being misunder- 
“ stood by the most limited understanding, that it was, in no 
“ respect connected with divine revelation. 

“ The mistaken conceptions of the existence of a religion of 
“ Nature, that is of a religion coeval with the formation of the 
“ human system, with the construction of the Organs of sense, 
“ have been the most injurious that ever entered into the mind 
“ of man. Such a religion is unconnected with responsibility 
u for any of our Actions, and by giving no credibility to the 
“ Laws of God, it flatters the mind with a persuasion that 
“ crimes are alone cognizable by the Civil power. Take away 
“ Law, and there can be no sin. It will not be difficult to 
“ prove that this mode of reasoning is a perversion of the 
“ understanding, and leads to consequences more ruinous than 
“ ever entered into the thoughts of those by whom it was 
“ suggested. 

“ Such a religion as has been already insisted upon, is 
“ opposed to every thing that engages the attention of the 
“ Mason. Let him apply himself diligently, ivith a candid 
“ mind, to understand the obvious design of all his operations, 
“ he will then be convinced that in every instance, a religion 
“ of Nature is unconnected with all his pursuits, is altogether 
u delusive and visionary. No man however good he may be 
“in other respects, can be guilty of a greater absurdity, than 
“ in occupying his Time with objects that have wholly in view 
“a commemoration of the injunctions of the Deity, and not- 
“ withstanding professes that he does not believe any such in- 
junctions were ever uttered. 
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“ To direct our thoughts to this scrutiny, to explain the 
“ sense in which all our workings should be understood, has 
“long claimed my solicitous care. I shall pursue it with 
“ diligence, and flatter myself with a hope of being able, in a 
“ short time, to demonstrate that the dearest interests of Re- 
ligion are our unvarying aim, and that he must ever be the 
“ best Mason, who is most scrupulously governed by what it 
“ inculcates. These hints will, I trust, have some influence 
“ on your minds, in the choice of Grand Officers, you are 
“ about to make. May the Great Architect and Supreme Gov- 
ernor of the Universe, so direct your thoughts on this 
“ momentous occasion, and in every thing connected with our 
“ sublime order, that all the Advantages may be secured to 
“ you, which equally respect Time and eternity. 

“ Permit me my dear and highly esteemed Brethren, to re- 
“ new my heartfelt thanks, for the distinguished honours you 
“have so repeatedly conferred upon me, for the kind and 
“ liberal support I have uniformly received from you, and to 
“ intreat you may firmly believe that your dearest interests 
“shall ever have possession of my heart.”

“ above a List of Lodges, Seventeen in Number, the Report of 
“ the Grand Lecturer, and the Grand Lodge is incorporated 
“ for Twenty Years. 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
“ chusetts, of March 10 thi 1805, and December 27 th » 1805, con- 
tain as above. There are Eighty One Lodges ; the Numbers 
“ are abolished. There is a resolution to apply for an Act of 
“ Incorporation, so far as to enable the Grand Officers and 
“their Successors to hold Real Estate sufficient whereon to

“ a Lottery to defray the expences of building a Masonic Hall, 
“ and the Ground that may be purchased for the purpose afore- 
“ said, together with the buildings and Improvements that 
“ may be erected thereon shall, and the same is thereby Vested 
“ in the Grand Lodge of Maryland, to be by them held as

“ The Communications from the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, 
u of September 29, 1804, and March 19, 1805, contain the 
“ usual Returns, lists of Grand Officers, and of Lodges, Nine in

“ There is a Resolution that it is their decided Opinion that 
“ incorporation is unnecessary and would be dangerous to the ex- 
“ istence and prosperity of Masonry. The Grand Lodge has been 
“ opened and proceeded to business when there were only Three 
“ Lodges represented . 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of North Caro- 
“ lina and Tennessee of 1804, 1805, and of April 23, 1806, 
“ contain the usual returns, lists of Grand Officers and of 
“ Lodges, Forty Seven in Number. The Grand Lodge adjourn 
“ sine die and are notified by an Order from the Grand Master 
“ to meet when he pleases to direct. There is a Circular pro -

Whereas, Lodge N°- 93, at New Orleans, have through their 
Proxy suggested for the Consideration of the Grand Lodge, 
the propriety of establishing a Provincial Grand Lodge for the 
City and the adjacent Territory. Resolved, that a Commit- 
tee be appointed for the purpose of considering the Subject, 
and that they Report at the next meeting, which said Resolu- 
tion was adopted and Bro r - Lewis, Poalk and Pullen were ap- 
pointed a Committee for said purpose. 

The R. W. Grand Master stated that during the last Winter 
he had performed his Official Duty of Visiting all the Lodges 
in the City, attended by the other Grand Officers to whom the 
same Duty appertains, and a Committee from the M. H. G. R. 
A. Chapter ; that a great Degree of uniformity in the work of 
the Craft exists in the several Lodges, some of whom have 
manifested a laudable desire of improvement by the establish- 
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ment of Lecturing Lodges ; that an increase in the Number of 
Members is observable in many of the Lodges, though a few are 
in this respect on the decline ; that the Minutes of each were 
.. previous to the Visitation submitted to the inspection of the 
Grand Secretary, who with much satisfaction to the R. W. 
Grand Master carefully examined the same and made a written 
Report, noticing with frankness and moderation such errors as 
appeared, and applauding such of their transactions as de- 
served eulogium and praise ; that these Reports were for the 
benefit of the brethren, read upon the Evening of Visitation, 
and were uniformly attended to with expressions of gratitude 
and promises of amendment wherever faults were pointed out ; 
that on each visitation an address was delivered from the Chair, 
calling the attention of the Members to such points of Duty as 
were deemed most essential, and warning them against such 
practices as were believed to be derogatory to the Dignity or 
inconsistent with the good of the Craft ; that these Communi- 
cations were received in every Lodge with the warmest Cor- 
diality, and the reception of the Grand Officers was in every 
instance, such as to evince a strong sense of Duty and Respect 
to this R. W. Grand Lodge and to impress the minds of the 
Grand Officers with lively emotions of gratitude for the kind- 
ness and Affection personally shewn them ; that upon the 
whole it is the Opinion of the . Grand Officers, Masonry is in 
this City in a state of progressive improvement.

the R. W. Grand Master had been pleased to furnish a Copy 
of the said Address, and that 300 Copies of the same had been 
printed and were ready to be distributed agreeably to the said 
Resolution. 

The said Address i3 in the words following, to wit : 

“ Worshipful Master and Brethren, 

“ As the representative of that dignified body to which 
“ you owe your existence as a Lodge of Masons, we come to 
“ pay you our Annual and Fraternal Salutations. We are 
“not more strongly prompted to the performance of this ser- 
“ vice, by the duty we owe to the R. W. Grand Lodge in the 
“various Offices we fill, than by our own inclinations ; for to 
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“ persons interested, as we are, in the prosperity of the Craft, 
44 what can be more gratifying than to pursue and survey its 
44 varied operations in the several departments of the Institu- 
44 tion, from the unskilful, but well intended exertions of the 
44 diffident Apprentice, to the maturer efforts of the industrious 
44 Fellow Craft, from thence, to the sublimer performances of 
44 the expert Master Workman, and finally, to that perfect 
44 conclusion of the whole system to be found in the exalted 
44 degree of our order represented here, by the deputation with 
44 which I am honoured, from our most Holy Grand Royal 
“ Arch Chapter. 

44 What can be more gratifying than these things? Noth- 
44 ing my Brethren, if we have the pleasure to see you severally 
44 engaged with zeal and alacrity, fulfilling the obligations of 
44 your several stations, to your own honor, and the advantage 
44 of the Institution which has adopted you as its members. I 
44 say fulfilling the duties of your different stations, for per- 
44 haps, no error is more common in our Society, than the pro- 
44 motion of Brethren to the highest honours of the Lodge, be- 
44 fore they have acquired that superior knowledge of the work 
44 of the Craft, which, connected with the merit of a good per- 
44 sonal character for sobriety, integrity and industry, both in 
44 and out of the Lodge, ought alone to entitle any Brother to 
44 expect them. It becomes me to say, that I forcibly feel in 
44 my own person the force of this observation. Raised by the 
44 favour of my Brethren to this high station, without the 
44 years, experience, or leisure to acquire knowledge, which 
44 would give it dignity, and weight, and usefulness, while I 
44 look back with veneration and respect to my aged and 
44 honoured predecessors, I look forward almost with despond- 
ency. Yet I have the satisfaction to believe that the same 
44 kindness which has prematurely throwm upon me the rc- 
44 sponsibility of a situation so far above my merits, will like- 
44 wise aid me in the discharge of its arduous duties. Thus 
44 assisted, my administration may be rendered not wholly 
44 useless ; without such support, little would be my dependence 
44 on any labours of my own. And let me press it upon you, 
44 as applicable to my case, as well as others, that whenever the 
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“ choice of the body for any particular Office has fallen upon 
“ a Brother, who has modesty enough to feel his own insuffic- 
“ iency, let his difficulties be lessened by the earnest and 
“ ingenious co-operation and aid of all who have contributed 
“ to his advancement. 

“ To prize as we ought the importance of these stations, we 
“ must have proper conceptions of the dignity and excellence 
“ of the institution itself. And what institution can be more 
“ dignified than one which travels not back a few centuries for 
“ the commencement of its existence, but whose origin is lost 
“ in the remotest antiquity, which has extended its ramifica- 
“ tions into every part of the Civilized world, and has boasted 
“ as its patrons, the wisest statesmen, the bravest heroes, and 
“the most generous benefactors of the human race, from our 
“ancient Grand Master Solomon, down to America’s best 
“ friend, our beloved and lamented Washington ? What insti- 
tution can be more excellent than one which inculcates piety 
“ towards God, love towards man, morality and justice in all 
41 our actions, and kindness and charity towards those of our 
“fellow creatures from whom fortune has withdrawn her 
“ smiles, and who without our support, would be compelled 
“ still to wander on the barren wilds of adversity and want? 

“ But I am not now, Brethren, to pronounce the eulogy of 
“our order. Your feelings anticipate all my praises, and I 
“ fear that my feeble voice would diminish rather than exalt 
“ its worth. 

“ Let me therefore decline the attempt, and assume the 
“ humble task of adverting for a few moments, to some par- 
“ ticulars, which my Official duty calls upon me to notice. 

“ I have glanced at the important object of care in the 
“judicious selection of the Officers of the Lodge. I must now 
“ urge as no less important, the exercise of great caution in 
“the admission of new Members. How has the Craft been 
“disgraced by inattention in this particular in some of our 
“Lodges? Have they been so unfortunate as to introduce 
“ amongst themselves a man of passion and resentment? how 
“quickly have his unbridled feelings involved the Lodge in 
“ turmoil and confusion. Is a man dishonest in his princi- 
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“pies, and unjust in his dealings? He degrades the institu- 
tion in the eyes of the world to his own level, and practices 
“his dishonesty and injustice upon his unsuspecting Brethren. 
“Is he intemperate in his habits? The social and moderate 
“ refreshment which we allow, when the labors of the Lodge 
“ are compleated, he perverts to the injury of his constitution, 
“the bad example of others, the disgust of all sober Brethren, 
“ and the degradation of the Craft. Is he a reviler of that 
“ Holy Religion on which we depend for all our sanctions in 
“ the Lodge below, and our hopes of an entrance into the 
“ Lodge above the skies? Where then is your security for his 
“ faithfulness, and what will be said of the pretensions of a 
“ Society of such men, to the character which ours boasts, of 
“ being founded on the corner stone of religion ? 

“My Brethren, while we disclaim rank and fortune as 
“ criterions of admission to our mysteries, let us tyle our doors 
“ with the utmost sedulousness against unworthy candidates, 
“ and let us rather for the general good offend a weak Brother, 
“ whose mistaken partiality induces him to recommend such 
“ characters, than by a contrary course, destroy the beauty -of 
“ the Lodge. 

“ A careful preservation of the funds of the Lodge by avoid- 
ing unnecessary expenditures, and devoting them to the 
“proper objects of the institution, a punctual discharge of the 
“ dues on the part of each Member, so that the Lodge may 
“ also be enabled to satisfy without delay the claims of the 
“ Grand Lodge, the keeping of fair and accurate minutes of 
“ your transactions, and making regular semi-annual returns 
“ to the Superior Body, are duties of so obvious a nature, and 
“ have been in general so well attended to, that I barely men- 
tion them. 

“ I trust that I shall not be considered as having reference 
“ to this Lodge in particular, if I do not pass quite so lightly 
“ over another circumstance. I mean order and decorum in 
“the Lodge. How have I seen the beauty of our work sullied 
“by a want of deference and respect to the presiding Officers, 
“by unguarded and heated expressions, by a restless change 
“ of place, by continual whispers, by needlessly going out of 
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“ and returning into Lodge, by unseasonable attendance, and 
“ by a want of reverence during the most awful and Solemn 
“ Rites. These faults are by no means universal amongst us, 
“ but they do exist, and I trust my respected friends who now 
“hear me, (while I assure them the picture in the extent 
“ pourtrayed is not intended for them,) will ingenuously ac- 
knowledge and amend any particular feature that may 
“ apply. 

“ Permit me without any knowledge of the practice of this 
“ Lodge in particular, to mention as a matter of some concern, 
“ a usage which has prevailed of allowing refreshment in the 
“ adjoining room before the business of the evening has closed. 
“ The almost certain consequence of this is irregularity and 
“ disorder, and I therefore confidently trust, that my affection- 
“ ate but urgent request for its total discontinuance, will not 
“be taken in ill part by the Brethren, nor their compliance 
“ be refused. 

“ The general good order, harmony and social enjoyment 
“ that universally prevail during the proper and allotted sea- 
“ son of refreshment, increase the delights of our association, 
“ and these indulgencies are in my view innocent and useful, 
“but for the purpose of rendering this pleasing sweetener of 
“ our labours more truly Masonic, I recommend the opening 
“ on these occasions of a Table Lodge, which it should be the 
“ duty of the Master to close at an early and seasonable hour, 
“ and after which no Brother should be permitted to continue 
“ the repast. I fear instances have existed wherein the neglect 
“ of the recommendation now given, has contributed to bring 
“ our Society under evil imputations. God forbid that so fair 
“ a fabric as that of Masonry, should ever become the temple 
“ of intemperance and. excess. 

“ After thus complying with a sense of duty by an undis- 
“ guised exposure of my sentiments, in which I am happy to 
“have the approbation and concurrence of all my worthy as- 
“ sistants in this visitation, I conclude with noticing an ob- 
“ ject of as great importance as can engage our attention. I 
“ allude to the more immediate work of the Craft. In this 
“ there is not a sufficient uniformity amongst the different 
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“ Lodges, nor on the part of some Masters, a competent portion 
“of correctness and skill. What is the occasion of this? Is 
“ it neglect and indolence on the part of those, whose exalted 
“ and responsible stations, should excite them to every possible 
“ exertion to become bright and perfect examples to, and in- 
structors of others? Not so. The truth is, one bad work- 
“ man will make many, and an incorrect administration of 
“ our solemnities copied in succession by one Master from an- 
“ other, affords no prospect of amendment, but on the con- 
“ trary, every step leads to still greater error and deterioration. 
“ There are few correct Lecturers among us ; there is then a 
“ want of the means of information. This a radical evil, and 
“ how is it to be remedied ? 

“ I see at present no other mode, than the establishment of 
“ a Grand Lecturing Lodge, composed of the Grand Officers 
“ and Officers, for the time being, of the several subordinate 
“ Lodges. This would at least promise uniformity, and I hope 
“ that there would be found some individuals whose superior 
“ talents in this important branch of Masonic science might 
“be essentially serviceable to others. At all events, there 
“ would be a probability of concentrating in this body, and 
“ thence universally diffusing all the Masonic light our several 
“ Lodges possess. If the season should now be considered as 
“ too far advanced to begin this w T ork, I recommend it to the 
“attention of the Brethren, as a measure which may be 
“ matured so as to go into operation the ensuing Autumn. 

“ I have trespassed thus long upon your patience, Brethren, 
“ under a hope of being able to awaken your attention to some 
“ matters which I consider of importance. Should you differ 
“ from me on all or any of them, I can only say, that I have 
“performed my conscientious duty in suggesting them for 
“ your consideration. It is your right to judge of them, and 
“ I pray the Supreme Grand Master to teach you and me tc 
“judge aright. 

“ Before I sit down, let me congratulate you on the general 
“ prosperity of the Craft, and particularly of that portion of it 
“ which is more immediately under the jurisdiction of the 
“Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. Much harmony prevails 
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“ among the Brethren, many valuable accessions have been 
“ made of such as walk worthy of their vocation, and under 
“ the auspices of the Grand Architect of the Universe, we have 
“ reason to hope, that the usefulness and respectability of our 
“ Institution will continue to increase. May it advance in 
“ Wisdom, Strength and Beauty till time itself shall merge 
“ into Eternity.”

Bro r * Robert Lewis, the R. W. Senior Grand Warden Elect 
not having been present at the Installation of the R. W. Grand 
Officers on John’s Day last, was now Installed into the said 
Office in Ancient Form. 

The R. W. Grand Master presented a Report respecting the 
Grand Visitation lately made to the Lodges held in this City, 
which was read, as follows : 

“To the Right Worshipful the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
“ vania, and Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging, the 
“ Grand Master Reports, 

“ That accompanied by his Grand Officers and a Committee 
“ of Three Companions from the most Holy Grand Royal Arch 
“ Chapter, he has compleated during the past and present 
“ Months, a tour of Visitation in Ancient form to the several 
“ Lodges held in the City of Philadelphia, that he has con- 
ceived it his duty to address a Circular Charge to said 
“ Lodges, awakening their Attention to the real nature and 
“ objects of this Institution, and conveying such advice and 
“ cautions as were presumed would prove of utility ; that under 
“his direction each Lodge has submitted its Book of trans- 
“ actions to the Grand Secretary previous to the Visitation 
“ taking place, and on the Evening of meeting with the Lodge, 
“ the Grand Secretary with that attention which marks his 
“ Official Conduct, has, upon being called on for that purpose 
“ by the Grand Master, produced in each instance a written 
“ Report, noticing the manner in which the Lodge has been 
“attended by its members, stating with Candor and Imparti- 
“ ality any errors which may have crept into the transactions 
“ of the Lodge or its mode of Minuting its proceedings, and 
“ applauding any traits of merit deserving of commendation

“ and praise. Each report underwent a comment from the 
“ Grand Master from the Chair, having for its object a more 
“complete elucidation of the various matters noticed by the 
“Grand Secretary, and impressing on the minds of the 
“Members such matters as the occasion appeared to re- 
“ quire ; that to render this scrutiny and comment still more 
“ efficatious, each Lodge was furnished with a Copy of the Re- 
“port and requested to have the same inserted on their 
“ Minutes ; that in one only instance the Grand Master was 
“ deprived of the Opportunity of having any examination of 
“the proceedings of the Lodge previous to the Visitation, the 
“ same having been omitted to be entered in their Book of 
“ transactions for a full year ; that the Grand Master requested 
“ that the Minutes should be immediately placed in a state 
“ proper for examination, in order that the same might take 
“place previous to his report being made to the Grand Lodge, 
“ and his request has been complied with, that it is with 
“peculiar pleasure the Grand Master finds himself Authorized 
“to say, that he observes no diminution of Zeal and Attention 
“ to the Interests of the Craft on the part of that portion of it 
“ which he has lately reviewed, but that on the contrary the 
“ Lodges in this City, with the exception of One or Two, are 
“ increasing in Numbers, and that there appears on the part 
“ of the Members much anxiety to promote the prosperity of 
“Masonry, and to be found walking worthily in the Vocations 
“ to which they have been called ; that in several Lodges an 
“ encouraging revival of exertion is observable, and in all of 
“ the Communications, the Grand Officers were received with 
“Affection and respect, accompanied by Assurances of im- 
“ plicit obedience to the mandate of the Grand Lodge, and a 
“ cheerful compliance with the recommendations given to 
“ them by its officers. 

“ Upon the whole, the Grand Master flatters himself that 
“ advantage will accrue to the Craft from the recent survey 
“and investigation, and he feels himself much indebted to his 
“ worthy brethren who accompanied him, for the assistance 
“ lent him in the prosecution of this work. 

“ The Grand Master has directed copies of the reports of 
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“the Grand Secretary on the Minutes of each Lodge to be laid 
“before the Right Worshipful Grand Lodge. 

“All which is respectfully submitted.” 

Whereupon, on motion made and seconded, 

Resolved unanimously, That the Right Worshipful Grand 
Master be respectfully requested to furnish a copy of the ad- 
dress lately delivered by him to the different Lodges held in 
this City, and that the said address, together with the above 
report, be inserted on the Minutes, and also printed for the use 
of the different Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Right 
Worshipful Grand Lodge. 

The Right Worshipful Grand Master was pleased to comply 
with the said request by furnishing a copy of the said address, 
which is in the words following, to wit : 

“ Worshipful Master, Officers and Brethren, 

“ The custom of annual visitation is one of the immemorial 
“ appendages of the masonic institution. Its value and im- 
portance must be obvious to all who consider the nature of 
“ that relation which subsists between the Grand Lodge and 
“the subordinate Lodges. The former may be considered 
" as the fountain of masonic authority, light and knowledge 
“which are hence imparted to and diffused over the inferior 
“ bodies, deriving from the superior power your right to hold 
“these friendly intercourses with each other; you are cheered 
“ by the frequent communications received through the 
“ medium of its officers from the highest source of information, 
“ because you know it to be your duty, and feel it to be your 
“ delight to walk according to the ancient standards, and to be 
“ reminded of your aberrances therefrom, if ever such take 
“place. To guard with the utmost solicitude and watchful- 
“ ness every department of our noble edifice, is the duty of 
“those who have been called to the administration of the 
“higher offices of the craft. No institution merely human is 
“ altogether free the danger of innovation ; and therefore 
“ though it is the boast of ours that its purity has remained in 
“ a great measure unviolated during many ages that are past, 
“ yet it must depend on its inherent excellence and the sedu- 
“ lous attention of its conductors for its future respectability 
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“ and permanence. Under a deep sense of the weight of the 
“ obligation which rests upon us who have been honored with 
“ an advancement to the dignified stations we severally hold, 
“ it is that we continue according to ancient usage these stated 
“ visitations. Do not consider them as vain and useless cere- 
“ monies, nor imagine that we come among you with hearts 
“ elevated by the pride of office, or inflated by the weak desire 
“ of receiving homage at your hands. No my brethren, we 
“ come in obedience to the mandates of imperious duty, and 
“ we desire to be serviceable to you. 

“ For my own part, I have greatly to regret the little oppor- 
“ tunity and capacity I possess for executing my anxious in- 
clinations to promote the honor and well being of the 
“ fraternity ; but I am aided by those who possess more op- 
“ portunity and better capacity, united with equally good in- 
dentions, and we have the happiness also to find in our 
“ brethren, such good dispositions as materially tend to assist 
“ our endeavours. 

“ Cultivate them with diligence, my brethren. They en- 
“ courage our labours for the good of Masonry, and they will 
“ make those labours redound to our comfort and the ad- 
“ vantage of the craft under our charge. 

“ Associated under the endearing apellation of brothers, how 
“ pleasing it is to see realized in our masonic intercourse the 
“ various affecting traits belonging to that relation. Mutual 
“ love and affection, generous and kindly emotions, feelings of 
“ deep commiseration for each other’s distresses resulting in 
“spontaneous acts of Charity and beneficence: these are 
“ splendid Pillars of our Masonic Temple, moral ornaments 
“ far exceeding the justly admired proportions of architectural 
“ decoration, and all the well imagined embellishments of our 
“ancient and honorable order. For little has that mason 
“ profited, however appropriately he may be designated by the 
“ external habiliments of his profession, if he has not learnt 
“ practically to moralize its several parts ; if he has not learnt 
“ by the square, that he is all times suitable to regulate his 
“ actions by the square of Virtue, by the plumb, that he is to 
“ walk uprightly before God and man in whatever station he 
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“ may be placed, and by the level, that he is on an equality 
“ with his Brethren, and should never conceive himself too 
" elevated in the sphere providence has assigned him, for the 
“ performance of humane and benevolent actions towards his 
“ fellowmen. In vain has he handled the gauge if it has not 
“ read to him many Lessons on the value of time, and taught 
“ him so to divide his employments and his recreations that 
“ his body may not sink under the pressure of the former, nor 
“ his mind be weakened, his health impaired and his family 
“ destroyed, by an excessive indulgence of the latter. In vain 
“has he wielded the common gavel if it has not produced 
“ strong endeavours to break off every vicious propensity and 
“ disposition from his heart ; and, above all, to remove those 
“ obstructions that sometimes prevent the square of fellowship 
“ from lying easy amongst brethren. In vain does he borrow 
“ from the operative mason that useful instrument the trowel, 
“ if he has not delighted to use it for the generous purpose of 
“concealing his brothers’ imperfections and spreading the 
11 cement of fraternal love and affection, that cement which 
“ unites us in one sacred band of friends and Brothers, among 
“whom, as has been well observed, no contention should ever 
“ exist but the noble emulation of who can best work or who 
“ best agree. In vain will he be seen clothed in the whitest 
“lambskin, if that beautiful badge do not teach him to appre- 
“ ciate the value of purity of mind and innocence of conduct. 
“ In vain will he eulogize the wisdom, strength and beauty of 
“ the noble art he professes, if it does not make him see the 
“ necessity of increasing his own wisdom by advancing in the 
“ knowledge of our mysteries of shewing the strength of his 
“ own exertions in maintaining them unsullied, and of 
“ evincing the beauty of the institution by the exemplariness 
“ of his own deportment. 

“But if the attentive mason correctly spiritualizes the var- 
“ ious implements, badges and decorations of the Lodge, where 
“ will he find a school capable of such copious instruction ? 

“With the book of life ever open before him, with a sense 
“ of present observation of his conduct by the all seeing eye 
“ of the great Ruler of the Universe, with the tradition of past 
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“ ages stored in his recollection, with the teachings of wisdom 
“ held forth to his view in our estimable book of Constitutions 
“ and other memorials of our society, with the communications 
“of wise and expert master workmen, and with the silent but 
“ instructive operation of every object round him, that man 
“must indeed be dull and inobservant or grossly negligent 
“ and careless, who does not profit by such advantages. 

“ Have you my brethren so profited during that year that 
“ is past ? we make not the enquiry in a spirit of censure or 
“complaint. We hope and trust many of you can answer 
“ satisfactorily and truly in the affirmative, and if any cannot 
“ yet presume to boast of their acquirements, we hope another 
“ year may place them on a level with their at present better 
“ improved associates. 

“ Our works being dictated to us by no written memorial, 
“ it becomes the more necessary, that by close attention and 
“ diligent application we treasure up in our memories, as those 
“ who have gone before us have done, its invaluable forms. 

“With this view the young mason should not satisfy him- 
“ self with the earnest, but brief consideration of them which 
“ a short lived curiosity on his first admission generally in- 
“ duces ; he should perseveringly adhere to a plan of study 
“ that may indelibly impress them on his mind, that may 
“secure him an unhesitating admission into all ancient 
“ Lodges and may do honor to the particular Lodge in which 
“ he has received his masonic privileges. 

“ And- here my brethren let me take the opportunity of 
“ cautioning you against an error, the dangerous nature of 
“ which, one would think, need only be seen to be avoided. I 
“ mean that carelessness I have often observed on the part of 
“ brethren in making themselves known to others, of whose 
“ connection with the Craft they have an insufficient knowl- 
edge; an indiscriminate communication of even the slightest 
“ evidence of our order, is not merely blameable but fraught 
“with great danger to that sacred security and secrecy in 
“ which its mysteries should ever be hidden from the uniniti- 
“ ated and profane. My brethren, let me urge it upon you 
“ never to risk a disclosure of the minutest point in mixed 
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“ companies. The eye of the inquisitive and discerning are 
“ often directed towards us when we are not aware of our ac- 
“ tions being noticed, and no correct and careful mason ought 
“ to be taken off his guard. 

“In like manner when you speak of the institution to 
“ strangers, avoid the gratification of an improper curiosity on 
“ their Part. Its general nature, so far as may be lawfully 
“made known, all the world may learn from the various 
“ books of Constitutions, and other treatises now extant ; for 
“ all the rest let your only answer to their enquiries be come 
“ and see.” 

“Let me now on this occasion renew also a recommenda- 
“ tion formerly given, for the exercise of more investigation 
“ into the character of candidates for admission into Lodges, 
“than I fear, sometimes takes place. Is there not in many 
“instances too great an ardor for an increase of members, 
“united with too little attention to the merits of the appli- 
cants? This is indeed a sore evil, which has deeply tainted 
“ the health of the Masonic Body in many places, and in some 
“has destroyed its local existence. 

“ The remedy brethren lies with yourselves. You should 
“ let no false delicacy prevent you from a decided course of 
“conduct, in the rejection of all improper applications, taking 
“ care at the same time that your Judgment be not warped by 
“ political or religious prejudice or by personal animosity or 
“ill will. 

“ The same caution that should be used in regard to the re- 
“ ception of members, should also be used in the selection of 
“those amongst you, who are to take a more active part, and 
“to fill more prominent stations in the society. A mistaken 
“idea of rotation in Office has been entertained in some 
“ Lodges. It has been supposed that every brother in his turn 
“ should be invested with the honors of the Lodge. Every 
“ brother ought indeed to aim at advancement and to use 
“ proper exertions to qualify himself for it ; but as we all know 
“that in every institution some are less capable, some less 
“ diligent and some less meritorious than others, and that of 
“ course there are necessarily various grades of moral and in- 
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“ tellectual improvement, so ought it to be the study of every 
“ Lodge, not to nominate its Officers on a principle, in my 
“ view almost as reprehensible as would be a decision by Lot, 
“ but with great care and circumspection to select only such as 
“ will be patterns of masonic excellence to the bodies in which 
“ they preside or act. 

“In our address of last year, we Affectionately recommend 
“to you various other points of duty. We flatter ourselves it 
“ is needless now to repeat many of them. From the very re- 
“ spectful and attentive hearing you then gave its contents, 
“ and from its publications since, we trust it has made such an 
“ impression as it merited, and if we cannot solace ourselves 
“ with the reflection that all its requests have been complied 
“with, we know that many have and hope others may yet be 
“ found deserving of future consideration. 

“ There is one circumstance that shall occupy but a mo* 
“ ment ; this society has been charged by the world with hav- 
“ ing produced deleterious effects on the moral and industrious 
“ habits of its members. That it has generally had such an 
“ influence we may positively and truly deny, for as I have 
“ already intimated, every object it contains and every pre- 
“cept it teaches, is in perfect consonance with our moral and 
“ civil duties, but that in a few instances an excessive Zeal in 
“ a good cause, and in others an ill judged fondness for in- 
temperate indulgences at our seasons of refreshment, may 
“ have injuriously affected the habits of some of our members, 
“ candor must acknowledge to be true. Masons are but men, 
“ and it is not therefore very surprising that amongst them, as 
“ amongst others, individuals may be found weak enough to 
“ pervert the institution and its accompaniments to improper 
“purposes. I have remedies to propose wherever the evil 
“ exists, to the Lodge and to the individual. Let the Lodge 
“ place proper limitations on the duration of the time of re- 
“ freshment and suitable restrictions on the nature and extent 
“ of the indulgencies to be permitted. This will prevent a 
“ wasteful expenditure of funds which should be moderately 
“applied to our own gratifaction, while the Widow and or- 
“ phan are supplicating for relief, and while the higher claims 
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“ of the society call for economy and care, in the preservation 
“ of our resources. It would also prevent our enjoyment from 
“ being the occasion of inconvenience to our families, and be 
“ one means of stopping the mouths of our enemies. 

“ Let each individual also recollect, that if he suffers a de- 
“ generacy of character after his union with us, he is giving a 
“ dangerous wound to a body he has solemnly bound himself 
“ to defend and protect; that every sentiment the Lodge 
“ teaches is adverse to intemperance and idleness, and that 
“ Masonry ought to have the effect of increasing his respecta- 
“ bility and usefulness in every relation in life whose duties 
“he is called upon to discharge. Will our younger brethren 
“ excuse for observing, that I believe many have been preju- 
“ diced by a mistaken Zeal and ardor, on their first entrance 
“ amongst us ? with good motives they go from Lodge to Lodge 
“ till the practice of spending their evenings abroad, produces 
“ a neglect of domestic and other engagements and perhaps 
“ sometimes begets too great a relish for the festivities with 
“ which we close our Labours. Such should recur to the ex- 
“ cellent Lecture that was read to them on the day of their 
“ initiation, where it is prescribed as a leading duty of every 
“ Mason, that he is not to neglect his own necessary avocations 
11 for the sake of Masonry. I am understood I hope as censur- 
“ ing the excessive pursuit of this object, and not the temper- 
“ ate and steady devotion of the Members of our Lodges to the 
“ important interests of the Craft. 

“ Now my Brethren, we solicit and invite your united Co- 
“ operation in earnest and well directed endeavours, to promote 
“ the cause of Masonry in general, and in particular, its estab- 
lishments under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
“ Pennsylvania. 

“ Give us your support by sending as your representatives 
“in that body, Men capable of devising and executing plans 
“ calculated to increase its prosperity and dignity. 

“ Impress upon them the necessity of a punctual attendance 
“ at our stated and special communications. 

“ Take care that your Officers do not omit the proper returns 
“ of your Lodge in due season. 
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“ Be careful to enforce your Bye Laws, especially in the 
“ Article of Dues, and admit no Members to exercise the 
“ elective franchise amongst you, if being of ability, and prop- 
“ erly warned, he omit to discharge his arrears. 

“ Settle regularly at the close of each year, your Accounts 
“ with the Grand Lodge. It materially aids our resources, and 
“ will be found most convenient and agreeable to yourselves to 
“ be regular in the discharge of this Duty. 

“ Avoid useless expence, but after the work of Charity is at- 
“ tended to, do not neglect anything that may add to the 
“ decency and beauty of the Lodge. 

“ Be not inattentive to Order. It is as necessary to the 
“ Harmony and well being of the Lodge, as Health is to the 
“ continued existence of the Human Body. 

“ To this end, press upon your Members not only an avoid- 
“ ance of every thing that may be calculated to disturb the 
“ orderly transactions of your business in your Lodge, but also 
“ strict punctuality of attendance at your Hour of Meeting. 
“ How unpleasant it is to a lover of decency and Order to see 
“ our Holy Temple treated with the uncermonious freedom of 
“ a public Inn, by Brethren claiming Admission at the most 
“ unseasonable Hours. 

“ Let the utmost silence prevail during the conduct of your 
“ work. Every workman having taken his proper station, let 
“ him remain attentive to his Duties, and by no means let the 
“ master workman be interrupted or interfered with by less 
“ expert Hands. Such interference is embarrassing to the 
“ Master and mars the Order and regularity of the work. 

“ In your work, adhere with the most undeviating exactness 
“ to the Ancient Land Marks. Endeavour to promote a 
“ uniformity of working with your Sister Lodges, and such of 
“ you whose duty it is to Officiate, strive to be perfect your- 
“ selves, and to further the improvement of the Younger 
“ Brethren. 

“ Avoid undue warmth of discussion. It interrupts the 
“ Harmony of the Lodge, engenders personal Animosity, and 
“ frequently terminates in consequences, every where to be 
“ lamented, but no where so much to be deplored as in a so- 
“ ciety of Brothers. 
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“ Having thus cursorily glanced at a few heads of duty, of 
“ most of which we have pleasure in believing our Lodges not 
“ to have been hitherto unobservant, I congratulate you on 
“ the General prosperity of the craft, and on the maintenance 
“ of Harmony and good fellowship amongst you during the 
“ past year. 

“ We wish them to be found pre-eminently reigning in this 
“ Lodge in Time to come. 

“May the Great Architect of the Universe prosper your 
“ praiseworthy exertions, and may you become a still brighter 
“ Star in the Hemisphere of Masonry.” 

A Petition from Susannah Fraunces, Widow of Brother 
Samuel M. Fraunces, praying relief, was read and referred to 
the Committee of Charity. 

The Petition of Bro r - Joseph Gos, formerly a Member of 
N°- 2, in the City of Nismes in Languedoc, praying relief, was 
read atfd referred to the Committee of Charity. 

The Petition of John Adolph Jugler, a Member of S 1 John’s 
Lodge of Jerusalem, at Batavia, praying relief, was read and 
referr’d to the Committee of Charity. 

The Petition of Bro r - Robert Taylor, of Lodge N°- 9, praying 
relief, was read and referred to the Committee of Charity. 

The Committee of Accounts made Report which was read 
and is in the words following, to wit : 

“ To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 

“The Committee of Accounts beg leave to Report, That 
“ they have examined the Account rendered by Bro r> Thomas 
“Armstrong, late Grand Treasurer, and having compared the 
“ same with the Debits furnished to them by Bro r - Grand Sec- 
“ ratary and with the Vouchers delivered by Bro 1, Armstrong, 
“ and do find that there is in his Hands a balance in favour 
“of the Grand Lodge of One Hundred and Fifty Seven Dollars 
“ Fifty One Cents , besides the sum of Nine Hundred and Fifty 
“ Dollars he has paid to Bro r * Samuel F. Bradford, the present

“ Cents. 

“ Your Committee also beg leave to Report, that they have 
“ examined the Accounts of Lodge N°* 52, and find that they 
“ are indebted to the Grand Lodge up to the Twenty Seventh 
“ of December last, in the Sum of Three Hundred and Ninety 
“ Eight Dollars for Dues , Rent , &c. 

“Your Committee have found on examining, the said Ac- 
“ counts had not been settled finally since the year 1793 ; 
“ That the Lodge had met with severe losses especially by the 
“ Death of their former Treasurer, Bro r * Price ; That there are 
“ many Brethren who are convinced some Money was paid to 
“Bro r - John M c Elwee, Grand Treasurer, by the said Bro r - 
“ Price, the receipt whereof can not be found ; That the Lodge 
“ have hardly any Money in the Hands of their Treasurer but 
“ are willing and wishing to discharge their debt to the Grand 
“ Lodge as far as in their Power ; That our worthy Bro r - 
“ Thomas Amies, a Member of the said Lodge is willing and

“Your Committee have submitted the plan proposed by

“to the same Carpenter who did build the German Hall, and 
“the estimate made by him amounts to the sum of seventeen

“is improper and inexpedient; but they conceive extremely 
“ expedient and proper that a Grand Convention of Masons 
“ from the various Grand Lodges of the U. States should be 
“ held, not oftener than Once in Three years, at the City of 
“Washington for the purpose of recommending an uniform 
“mode of carrying on the great work of the Craft in the dif- 
“ ferent Degrees of Apprentice, Fellow Craft and Master 
“ Mason, the said Grand Convention to take place as soon as 
“ Two Thirds of the Grand Lodges at present established in 
“ the U. States shall concur in the said Opinion at the place 
“ aforesaid, the Deputation from their G. Lodge not to exceed 
“ Three Members. 

“ They have also appointed District Deputy G. Masters to 
“ visit all the Lodges within their several districts, to preside 
“ in the Lodge, examine their Records, to make all proper en- 
“ quirey, to point out Errors, to instruct them in every par- 
ticular wherein he may conceive them to be in need of it, to 
“ recommend attention to the Moral and Benevolent principle 
“ of Our institution, Caution in the Admission of Candidates, 
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“ and a punctual representation of their Lodge at every meet- 
“ ing of the G. Lodge ; to make a candid and faithful report 
“ of the state of each Lodge in his District, and forward it to 
“ the Grand Secretary to be laid before the Grand Lodge. 
“ Their last constituted Lodge is N°- 78. 

“ The said Communication contains as usual lists of Sus- 
pensions, rejections and Expulsions, also of Deaths. The 
“Grand Lodge respectfully solicits the Opinion of the G. 
“ Lodge of Pennsylvania as to the appointment of the District 
“ Deputy Grand Masters, or any other means to secure the ob- 
jects for which it is made, &c. 

“ The Communication from the G. Lodge of North Carolina 
“ and Tennessee, of December, 1806, contains their proceed- 
“ ings and their general Election on the 5 th of said Month, and 
“ the installation of their New Grand Officers. The R. W. 
“Deputy Grand Master is elected. There appear to be 32 
“Lodges under the Jurisdiction of that G. Lodge, Four of

“The Communications of the R. W . G. Lodge of New

“ June 1 st is a Circular to the Lodges under their jurisdiction. 
“Amongst other objects it appears that the R. W. Grand 
“ Lodge wish to extend their Act of Incorporation so as to 
“operate for the general benefit of all subordinate Lodges, &c. 
“A Committee appointed to consider the above, reported on 
“the 4 th Wednesday of January, 1807, which Report being 
“ read, met with considerable opposition under different Ideas, 
“ nothing further appears to have been done. 

“ The Quarterly Communication to be holden in January 
“yearly, to be called the General Assembly of the Grand 
“ Lodge of New Hampshire, Charters to be granted at no other 
“ Time. 

“ It mentions that Masonry is now better understood and 
“ more flourishing than ever in New Hampshire. 

“ The other Communication contains a Masonic and social 
“ Address pronounced by Our W orthy Bro r * George Richards, 
“ Grand Chaplain of the Grand Lodge, before the M. W. 
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“ Thomas Thompson, Esq r * Grand Master of the M. W. Grand 
“Lodge of New Hampshire, &c., at the laying of the Corner 
“Stone of S*- John's Episcopal Church in Ample Form, at 
“ Portsmouth on the 24 th June, 5807. It is worthy of its 
“ Author ; it contains the Order and Arrangement of the Pro- 
fession, the inscriptions on the plate and on the reverse. 
“ The Communication contains also a few additional Regula- 
“ tions adopted by the said Grand Lodge concerning the Fees 
“to be received by the subordinate Lodges for Initiations, 
“ Passing and Raising, also the Fees to be paid to the Grand 
“ Lodge. 

“ The Three Communications from the R. W. Grand Lodge 
“of England, of March 4 th ' June 3 rd and September 2 nd > 1807, 
“ do contain the usual Communication. The Grand Feast on 
“S 4 - John's Day, June 24 th last, was Honoured by the pres- 
“ ence of the Duke of Athol, M. W. Grand Master. The Com- 
“ munication of September 2 nd contains a Report of a Com- 
“mittee appointed to consider certain representations and 
“ Official Documents transmitted by the R. W. Grand Lodge 
“ of Ireland to the R. W. Deputy Grand Master in March last 
“ as follows : ‘ That for some Time past a riotous and turbu- 
“ lent faction has existed amongst the Fraternity in Ireland, 
“ but which more particularly manifested itself on the 5 th of 
“June, 1806, when a Number of Persons, at that Time un- 
“ known to the Grand Lodge though claiming to be Free 
“ Masons, from the North of that Kingdom, did assemble and 
“ obtrude themselves into the Grand Lodge and there at- 
“ tempted by force of numbers alone, to pass certain resolutions 
“ subversive of the true principles and Usages of Masonry, and 
“ the said persons after the G. Lodge had been duly closed by 
“the Deputy Grand Master and Grand Wardens at a late 
“Hour, and after the Grand Officers and most of the Repre- 
“ sentatives of the Dublin Lodges had retired, did affect to re- 
“ open the Grand Lodge to rescind several of its solemn and 
“ deliberate Acts, to remove from their situation Two of the 
“ most respectable Officers of the G. Lodge, and to substitute 
“ other persons in their places, contrary to the establised Laws 
“and Usages of the Craft, and that Alexander Seton, late 
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“ Deputy Grand Secretary, appears to have been at the head 
“ of and acting, aiding and assisting in said illegal faction, 
“and when called upon to deliver up the muniments and 
“property in his hands belonging to the Grand Lodge, re- 
“ fused to comply therewith. Whereupon, the Grand Lodge 
“of Ireland upon the 2 nd Day of April last, Expelled the said

“ receive or acknowledge any Certificate issued by and under

“ Time subsequent to the 5 th of June, 1806, neither shall any 
“ person by Virtue of such Certificate be thereby received into 
“ any Lodge under the sanction of this R. W. Grand Lodge, 
“nor shall any such person receive the Honours, of Masonry 
“ amongst us. 

“ The Communication also contains the names of the.Grand

“ now a duty incumbent on you to assist and free me from 
“this trouble, and an immediate Communication will be 
“thankfully Acknowledged by your most Obedient Friend 
“ and Humble Serv fc - (Sign’d) “ Dan l - Smith.

A Letter from the Grand Secretary of New York to Bro r * 
Baker, Grand Secretary, was then read, and is in the words 
following, to wit :

“ R. W. Brother, 

“ The enclosed Letter I received a few days ago from the 
“ Brother who will hand you this, he having, since he wrote 
“ it, come on to this City himself. The Nature of his com- 
“ plaint you will perceive from the Letter itself, and whatever 
“ other information you may want from him, he will of course 
“ afford you. I do not know that there is anything on the

“That the said Andrew Charles did confess in open Lodge 
“ that he had delivered a Certificate, then exhibited to him, to 
“ Bro T * John Rogers, to which he had subscribed his Name as 
“ W. M., and had also with his own Hand, subscribed the 
“ Names of the Wardens and Secretary, and had affixed the 
“ Seal of the Lodge, and that he had also with his own Hand, 
“ signed the Name of John Clark, as Secretary to Unity Lodge, 
“ N°* 80, to the Returns of Members and of Dues made to the 
“G. L. dated Dec r * 27, 1806, and read in G. L. June 24 th ' 
“ 1807, which your Committee did exhibit to him. 

“That at the last Election of Officers, they were not ballot- 
“ ted for as usual, but by holding up of Hands, said Andrew 
“ Charles nominated them and none daring to oppose him. 
“ That the present W. M r - Bro r * John Seright is a very Young 
“Mason, aged about 22 Years, without experience, and who 
“has never served in the Office of Warden, contrary to the

“is incapable of writing or stating an Account as he confessed 
“ it himself, adding that Bro r * Andrew Charles, the Secretary,

“Your Committee conceive that the above facts, (to which 
“ many others as irregular and unjustifiable could be added,) 
“ are more than sufficient to convince the R. W. G. L. that 
“ the said Andrew Charles has forfeited all the Rights and 
“ Privileges of Masonry, and should be expelled from the So- 
“ ciety as unworthy thereof, and that the Warrant of Unity 
“ Lodge, N°- 80, should be vacated, and a Committee appointed 
“ to demand and take possession of the same with the Minutes 
“ Book, &c, 

“ Your Committee are in duty bound to acknowledge, that 
“they are much indebted to eur worthy Bro 18 James Park, 
“John Hammill, Samuel Ramsey and John Rogers, for the 
“ assistance they have given them in the discharge of their duty.

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Lodge, it was on Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, That 
the prayer of the said Petitioners be granted, and that Bro r - 
Grand Secretary make out a Warrant accordingly, and that 
the said Lodge be called “ Solomons Lodge,” N°- 114. 

Bro r - Grand Secretary presented a Certificate from the 
Grand Lodge of England to a certain Bro r John M c Pherson 
which he stated had been delivered to him by Bro r - Patrick 
E. Whelen, who had taken it from a certain John Henry 
Bellow who had been soliciting Charity as a Mason, but was 
an Imposter. Whereupon it was ordered that the said Cer- 
tificate be placed in the Archives of this Grand Lodge for the 
said Bro r * M c Pherson if he should claim the same.

“pretended Grand Lodge. That in the proceedings of the 
“ 9 th November, 1807, of the said Grand Lodge the Committee 
“ of Communication reported as follows : That they have ex- 
“ amined the Communications from a body of men styling 
“themselves the Grand Lodge of Delaware, and see no reason 
“ to recede from the Resolution entered into on that subject by 
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“the Grand Lodge at their last session, and that the said 
“ association in their opinion is illegal . There is also an address 
“ delivered by the R. W. Brother John Crawford, Grand 
“ Master of Maryland, before the Grand Lodge on the 9 th of 
“November aforesaid on taking the Chair of Solomon. 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Connecti- 
“ cut contains this Resolution ; That the proposed Conven- 
tion from the respective Grand Lodges in the United States 
“ at Philadelphia is in their opinion inexpedient for the follow- 
“ ing and other reasons, Viz : The benefits derivable from the 
“ measure, beyond those arising from our present fraternal in- 
“ tercourse cannot be of high importance, &c. 

“ The Communication of the Grand Lodge of New Jersey 
“ contains a list of their Grand Officers, &c. They do ap- 
“ prove of a Grand Convention as proposed by this R. W. 
“ Grand Lodge, and will send deputies as soon as Seven Lodges 
“ have agreed. They consider the City of Philadelphia the 
“most central and proper jfiace. They declare again the 
“ formation of a Grand Lodge to preside over all the Grand 
“ Lodges in the United States impracticable. They have ap- 
“ pointed the R. W. Grand Master .Aaron D. Woodruff and the 
“late R. W. Grand Master John Beaty and John N. Cum- 
“ mings deputies for that purpose. 

“ The Communication from the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
“ setts contains a list of their Grand Officers, &c. They do 
“ approbate the proposal of this Grand Lodge to send a Depu- 
tation to meet the deputies of such other Grand Lodges as 
“ have been or may be appointed to meet at Philadelphia, &c. 

“ The Communication from the Grand*Lodge of New Hamp- 
“ shire contains a list of their Grand Officers, &c. They 
“ agree with this Grand Lodge in regard to a superintending 
“ Grand Lodge, and think that the Grand Lodge of South and 
“ North Carolina must abandon the Idea of such a Grand 
“ Lodge as a thing impracticable, inexpedient, embarrassing 
“ and injurious to the ostensible Object in view, (the Good of 
“ the Craft). 

“ They approve of a Grand Convention, and think that 
“ much good may result from it, and will send a deputy or 
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“ deputies, but have not determined upon the time and place. 
“ They had previously appointed General Clement Storer, R. 
“ W. Past Deputy Grand Master, a Member of Congress, as 
“one of their delegates. He was commissioned to join in 
“ Masonic Convention, if one should be holden at Washington 
“during his residence there, or to consult on measures for 
“ calling a General Convention at any future time and place. 
“ They have no objection for Philadelphia, and will be happy 
“ to hear further from the Committee of Correspondence, touch- 
“ ing what manner their proposals are received by the other 
“ Grand Lodges in the Union. 

“ They promise their support in any measure which may to 
“them appear to be for the good of Masonry through the 
“ United States. 

“ The Communication of July, 1808, encloses a Valedictory 
“ Address of the M. W. Thomas Thompson, Esq r ‘> Past Grand 
“ Master at his resignation of the Chair of Solomon, which ad- 
“ dress contains the most wholesome advice concerning the 
“ Ancient Land Marks and Caution against the introduction of 
“ degrees assuming a Power Independent of the Grand Lodge, 
“ &c. 

“The Communication from the Grand Lodge of South 
“Carolina is from Bro r< Frederick Dalcho, informing that ho 
“ is appointed Corresponding Grand Secretary, and directing 
“ in future to address to him the Communications. 

“The Communication from the Grand Lodge of North 
“ Carolina and Tennessee, contains their proceedings for 1807. 
“ List of their Officers of Lodges, (51,) &c. 

“ On the 28 th of November in the said Year, their Commit- 
“ tee reported, That it appears to them that the principle of 
“ constituting by a Convention a superintending Grand Lodge 
“of America, has been adopted by such number of the Grand 
“ Lodges as will authorize the Grand Lodge to appoint dele- 
“ gates for that purpose and recommend the appointment of 
“Two persons from the State of North Carolina and one from 
“the State of Tennessee for that purpose, the National Grand 
“ Lodge to have and possess controuling and corrective Power 
“ over all Grand Lodges under its Jurisdiction, such eontroul-

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“ ing powers to be by them enforced by such Rules and Regu- 
lations as by the said Convention may be devised for the 
“ ease and convenience of the Craft.

On Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, That the R. W. 
Grand Master be Authorized upon the request of the New 
Hall Committee, to supply any Vacancy happening in the said 
Committee by Resignation, non-attendance or otherwise. 

On Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, that Bro 1 *- Jona- 
than B. Smith, Esq r ' Duplessis and Bradford be a Committee 
to Consider and Report on the propriety of paying to the 
Widow of the late Bro r - Joseph Dean, the Annual Interest on 
the purchase Money received by this Grand Lodge for the Lot 
at the Corner of Twelfth and Walnut Streets, formerly the 
property of said Bro r - Dean. 

The R. W. Grand Master was pleased to Address the Grand 
Lodge, Reporting that he had lately Visited all the Lodges in 
the City with his Officers, and presented the Circular Address 
delivered by him at the said Grand Visitations. Whereupon, 
On Motion made and Seconded, Resolved, That the R. W. 
Grand Master be presented with the Thanks of the Grand 
Lodge, and that the said Two Addresses be entered on the 
Minutes and also printed and forwarded to all the Lodges 
under the Jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, and to all the 
Grand Lodges with whom we Correspond. 

The said Addresses are as follows, Viz : 

“ My respected Brethren : 

“ I meet you on this anniversary of our Holy Patron S*- 
“ John, with sentiments of grateful acknowledgment to the 
“ almighty architect of the universe for the harmony and 
“ prosperity enjoyed by the Craft under this Jurisdiction dur- 
“ ing the past year. 

“ Convinced by my own experience and the opinion of my 
" enlightened coadjutors of the great utility arising from a 
“ periodical visitation of the Lodges in this City, I have again 
“ in conjunction with my Officers completed the performance 
“ of that duty. 

“ Our visitations were attended with the usual solemnity 
“and a critical investigation was made into the Masonic 
“ transactions of each Lodge since the preceding visitation. 
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“ Our enquiries have in general had a very satisfactory result 
“to the City Lodges, with one or two exceptions,* being in a 
“state of progressive increase and manifesting an unabated 
“ attention to the ancient Land Marks, and an earnest desire 
“ to conform with exemplary diligence to our advices and in- 
structions. Obedience to this Grand Lodge as the source 
“ and fountain of their Masonic functions, appears to be a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of the brethren, and I would be 
“ guilty of ingratitude, if I did not personally acknowledge the 
“ cheerful acquiescence I have uniformly witnessed, not only 
“ in the regulations prescribed by this body, but in the various 
“ suggestions, the high and responsible station with which I 
“ am honoured from time to time requires me to make. 

“ In some of the Lodges the revival noticed in my report of 
“ last year is happily continued, and many valuable additions 
“have been made therein to our number of Brethren whose 
“general intelligence and respectable standing in the com- 
“ munity, promises greatly to promote the interests of Masonry. 

“ Having been favoured with many evidences of conformity 
“ on the part of Lodges and of private brethren, to the hints 
“conveyed through the medium of charges on our annual 
“ Official communication with the Lodges, I have continued 
“the practice this year and submit very respectfully to the 
“ Grand Lodge, a Copy of the charge delivered. Copies of the 
“ Reports of the Grand Secretary of his Examination of the 
“ Book of transactions of each Lodge will also be laid before 
“ you. It gives me infinite pleasure to congratulate you at 
“this time my Brethren on the commencement and prosperous 
“advancement of the New Hall Committee in the erection of 
“ that Building. The honor and character of the Craft being 
“pledged for the accomplishment of this great undertaking, it 
“ is earnestly to be desired that the Lodges may cheerfully de- 
“ vote such means as are in their power, and that individual 
“ brethren may be excited to a spirit of liberality and active 
“ exertion in effecting an object calculated so highly to recom- 
“mend our institution to public respect and so materially 
“ to contribute to the convenience and elegance of our accom- 
“modations. To those Brethren who have subscribed, the 
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“ building is indebted for its present promising aspect, and to 
“ those who have not, it is hoped the voice of solicitation will 
“ not be required to call forth the assistance they can give. 

“As it was deemed adviseable to postpone the principal 
“ceremonies that take place on the erection of Masonic 
“ Temples until its consecration, and at the same time a de- 
“ cent respect for ancient usage, required that some solemnity 
“ should attend the laying of the Corner stone. I performed 
“that service accompanied by the Grand Officers, the New 
“Hall Committee and the Architects and workmen of the 
“ Building. 

“ Let me only add to my desire to see this important work 
“ brought to a conclusion, or still more anxious wish that we 
“ may all exert ourselves to adore the interior moral compart- 
“ ments of our sacred institution so as to render us worthy of 
“ such a residence. Let us forever bear in mind that the man 
“ who devotes himself to habits of inebriety, who neglects his 
“business, impoverishes his family, defrauds his* neighbour or 
“ violates in other respect the leading duties of morality, never 
“ can be a good and faithful mason. Let us exclude such 
“from the enjoyment of our privileges, and if any of this de- 
“ scription have found their way into our borders, let us ad- 
“ monish them with brotherly affection, and if the counsels of 
“paternal regard be neglected, let us never suffer the- purity 
“of our order to be destroyed by continuing such unworthy 
“ members among us. Oh ! how I desire my brethren to re- 
“move from us the stigma of our suffering this hallowed 
“ sanctuary to become the nourisher of vitious propensities and 
“ the destroyer of virtuous habits. And never will this be 
“ done till w r e realize, as we ought to do, its nature and its ob- 
jects, and guard with sedulous attention against all indul- 
“gencies calculated to mar the utility of our Society and 
“ prejudice the world against it. 

“In this respect it would be unjust not to acknowledge 
“ an increase of care in our lodges, and I view it as the har- 
binger of still greater efforts to exclude from each the slight- 
w est cause of censure or complaint. 

“ In this and all other methods of exalting the dignity of 
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“ our order and making it pre-eminent in character and use- 
“ fulness, I would fain contribute my feeble Aid, but on the 
“ Great body of the Craft it must depend, to support with 
“united and unvarying constancy this Venerable relict of the 
“ Wisdom and benevolence of our Ancestors. May their duty 
“ and their inclinations be found in harmonious coincidence, 
“ and may we and posterity be enabled to feel the benefits of 
“ their well directed exertions.” 

Circular address. 

“ Worshipful Master, Officers and Brethren : 

“ That the Masonic institution has a just and unquestion- 
“ able claim to great antiquity of origin, is generally admitted. 
“Various and deep have been the researches of learned men, 
“ to discover the time, the place and the manner of its com- 
“ mencement ; but these researches though undertaken from 
“ commendable motives, pursued with indefatigable industry, 
“ and resulting in the development of much important infor- 
“ mation, have been by no means satisfactory on the principal 
“point of enquirey. It is true, that the principles of our 
“ fraternity are coeval with creation, and' it can be ascertained, 
“with historical certainty, when masonry was introduced into 
“ particular Countries ; but the discovery of such a fact in any 
“ instance, proves its pre-existence elsewhere, and we have still 
“ the question unanswered, when and where was the Corner 
“ stone of this stupendous and beautiful fabric first laid ? Shall 
“ our uncertainty on this head be a subject of regret and dis- 
“ satisfaction ? By no means. It is itself conclusive evidence 
“of the remote period of time, when wisdom must have 
“ planned the design, strength of exertion have erected and 
“the beauty of taste adorned our glorious temple. A Temple 
“ of such wonderful construction as to have subsisted during 
“ a lapse of Centuries upon Centuries that have already passed 
“by, and still to defy with equal boldness, the moulderings 
“ of time, the sappings of its false friends and the attacks of 
“ its open and avowed enemies. Nay further, with such well 
“ adjusted proportion and admirable arrangement were its in- 
“ terior compartments originally formed, that it has needed 
“and been susceptible of less improvement than any other of 
“ the works of man. 
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“ It is not our anxiety to alter and amend this venerable 
“undecaying structure, but to maintain it in its pristine form. 

“ Wherever the presumptuous and unhallowed hand of a 
“modern architect has been employed in such attempts, he 
“ has only marred for a moment its beauty and its strength, 
“ and more faithful craftsmen have indignantly removed the 
“ unseemly appendages with which vanity and folly under the 
“pretence of amendment, would have disfigured this noble 
“monument of the wisdom of Olden times.” 

“ Let us, my Brethren, walk in the foot steps of our hon- 
oured predecessors who have officiated with dignity and 
“ virtue in the mysteries of this sacred temple within the vail. 
“ Let us remove not its ancient pillars nor disturb its firm and 
“ well settled foundation, and, under the protecting care of the 
“ Supreme Grand Master, we shall continue to enjoy all the 
“ comforts and delights with which its votaries have heretofore 
“been blessed. It will still remain what it was most appro- 
priately stiled by one of the most faithful Brothers and best 
“ of men, now exalted to the high degree of a companion in 
“ the Grand Lodge above with the worthy masters who had 
“gone that way before him, our beloved Washington, it will 
“still remain a sanctuary for Brothers and a Lodge ‘for the 
“ Virtues/ It is a source of inexpressible pleasure to us, my 
“ Brethren, to meet you at this time with no complaints or 
“ regrets on account of any of the Masonic occurrences of the 
“past year.” 

“ Since we last had the satisfaction of an Official communi- 
“ cation with you, we can truly say that the work of the craft 
“has prospered in our hands. We assume not to ourselves the 
“ merit of the Improvement that daily passes under our notice 
“ in the orderly conduct of our mysteries in the Zeal and Iel- 
“ dustry of our diligent Masters and Officers, in the punctual 
“ attendance and correct deportment of our private members in 
“ the Lodge, and their general discharge of Masonic and social 
“ duty. We know that such improvement is taking place, and 
“we rejoice at it, ascribing the merit not to ourselves, not to 
“any single individual, but to the many worthy brethren, 
“ who, under the auspices of the Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
26 
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“ vania, have so sedulously engaged in the laudable pursuits 
“ of Masonry. Nevertheless, my brethren, the efforts of those 
“ whom you have honoured with eminent stations amongst 
“you, will not be wanting whenever they can give direction 
“ and effect to j r our well meant exertions for the benefit of 
“ Masonry, and it will be their duty and delight to aid as well 
“by precept as example, in maintaining unsullied and entire, 
“ the Ancient Land Marks of our order. 

“With an honest view to this object, let us press on your 
“attention the necessity of excluding everything from the 
“Lodge that would interrupt its harmony, diminish personal 
“ candour and freedom of intercourse, or obstruct an inte- 
rchange of friendly Acts. 

“ It is our good fortune to inhabit 4 a Land flowing with 
“ Milk and honey/ to live under the freest and best of gov- 
ernments, and to luxuriate in all the bounties of a kind and 
“benignant providence.” 

“But great as are our blessings and enjoyments, so imper- 
“ feet is nature of man, or perhaps so various as to sentiments 
“ and opinion, has the same providence that bestowed such 
“ blessings, designedly formed the minds of men, that differ- 
ences among us as to our public measures do and probably 
“will forever subsist.” 

“ At the- present eventful period, amidst the concussions of 
“ European empires, amidst the inflictions of unprovoked and 
“cruel injuries on our beloved Country by foreign Nations, a 
“ considerable division of opinion prevails amongst ourselves 
“ as to- the application of a remedy to our acknowledged pub- 
“lic evils. As free Citizens occupying various stations in 
“civil society, each of the members of our fraternity will 
“ make his own reflections from his own conclusions, and 
“pursue that line of conduct which his conscience and his 
“duty appear to require of him. To very different results, 
“ and to very different course of action will the minds of in- 
dividuals be led, and Charity, (the Bond of our Union and 
“ the governing principle of every true Mason,) should forbid 
“us to attribute unworthy motives to such as think and act 
“ differently from ourselves.” 
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44 Connected with the other benefits of this Society, may it 
“ not at such a crisis as this be eminently useful in softening 
“the asperities of party, in begetting kindlier sentiments 
44 among brethren of the same family, and by assuaging a 
44 spirit of heat and rancour, be one means of calmly conducting 
“ our Country to more just and beneficial measures for the 
44 common prosperity, than can be expected to prevail in a 
44 season of private feuds and public violence and discord ? It 
44 is highly honourable to our institution, wherever it has sub- 
44 sisted, we know it to be the most pre-eminently so to that 
44 portion of it under our own immediate cognizance, that how- 
“ever independently each of our members may discharge 
“what he believes to be his duty as a Citizen, no attempt has 
“been successful in introducing the ungracious stranger 
“ 1 Politicks 7 into our borders. We enquire no man's political 
“or religious Creed ; We advance the right hand of fellowship 
“to those who differ from us on these difficult and intricate 
“topics with as little hesitancy as to those whose opinions are 
“most congenial with our own, and we unite in the advance- 
“ ment of our fellows but the one enquirey ‘Is he a good 
44 Mason V 

“We have esteemed it our duty at this Juncture to felicitate 
“you, my Brethren, that you enjoy such an asylum of rest 
“ as your Lodge affords you, from all the bickerings of party, 
“ and the excitement of Civil contention, and we affectionately 
“ conjure you, as you value your sacred obligations, the tran- 
quility of your own minds, and the inestimable order to 
“ which we belong, never to depart from the principles equally 
“ enjoined by the universal philanthropy of its design, as by 
“ its positive regulations and precepts. 

“ Let us also entreat you to exercise your accustomed cau- 
“tion in guarding against every circumstance that in any 
“ manner whatever, may tend to lessen the pleasures of our 
“masonic intercourse." 

“ Never suffer a momentary burst of anger, or an ill natured 
“ personal remark to escape you in the transaction of the busi- 
“ ness of the Lodge, But in discussing the various points of in- 
ternal concern that occasionally call forth debate, let your 
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“ language and demeanor constantly be of that mild and 
“gentle kind, which the endearing relation of Brother de- 
“ mands of you.” 

“ Excuse us for repeating the advice we have heretofore 
“given, that obedience to the presiding Officer should he 
“ greatly regarded by every member, and that even a mis- 
taken opinion of the chair should be submitted to, rather 
“ than the order of the Lodge be interrupted by any apposity.” 

“ We have also formerly remonstrated against the hindrance 
“ and disturbance to which our ordinary business, and even 
“ our sacred mysteries, are sometimes subjected by brethren, 
“unnecessarily and unfrequently, withdrawing from the room 
“ during their transaction. This Evil, we are happy to say, 
“ is considerably lessened, but it is not wholly removed and it. 
“ is greatly to be feared that while some brethren, "whose age 
“ and standing should make them bright examples to the 
“ more young and inexperienced, are negligent in this respect, 
“the practice will continue to prevail in our Lodges. Our 
“ requests, however, having been in other instances satisfac- 
torily complied with, we will yet hope for amendment in a 
“ particular of such obvious utility and very easy attainment. 

“ On many other topics relating to the order and govern- 
“ment of the different Lodges, and your personal obligations 
“ and duties as masons, the charges of former years have been 
“full and explicit. 

“We have, with openness and candour, discovered to you 
“ what we viewed as faults, and pointed out means for their 
“ correction. 

“ Our intimations have been receiv’d with kindness, and in 
“ a good degree attended to with promptness. We have only 
“ to request your revisal of those charges and a continued at- 
“ tention to the Counsels they suggest. 

“Numerous, my Brethren, have been the additions to our 
“ Society in this City during the past year, and perhaps no 
“ period of our existence as a body in this place, has presented 
“ a more commendable zeal in our own members, or a more 
“ widely extended desire of a union with the Craft than the 
“ present.

“ This is a source of high gratification to us all, and it is 
“only to be desired that in the indulgence granted to the 
“ anxiety of others to unite themselves with our order, we may 
“ not forget what is due to ourselves and the fraternity, but 
“guard with more sedulousness than ever against the admis- 
“ sion of improper characters among us.” 

“We have now to notice, my brethren, an event of pro- 
pitious aspect to the local prosperity of Masonry in this 
“ place. 

“The Grand Lodge has resolved to erect a Masonic Edifice, 
“ of such dimensions and stile, as to afford ample accomoda- 
“ tion for that Body, and the subordinate Lodges and its ap- 
“ pearance and structure to do honour to the Craft of this 
“ City. , 

“No one acquainted with the inconveniencies and inele- 
“gence of this place of meeting, can doubt, but that the com- 
“ pletion of this great undertaking will be of immense advan- 
“ tage to the institution, and we therefore are sanguine in the 
“ expectation that each individual will feel a pride and pleas- 
“ ure in contributing his aid, and encouraging others to lend 
“ a helping hand in raising this intended external exhibition 
“ of the Grandeur and sublimity of Masonry. 

“ The funds of the Grand Lodge alone are by no means 
“ equal to the attainment of this desirable object. 

“ Each Lodge, as well as each Brother, must be willing to 
“ render its assistance so far as its means will admit, and when 
“it is considered that the work is now progressing with 
“ rapidity, and that pecuniary contributions are now wanted, 
“ we hope that it will be remembered, that according to the 
“ Old adage, ‘ he gives twice who gives it promptly.’ 

“ The flourishing state of Masonry, its encreased estimation 
“ with the public, and the enterprise and ardour, tempered by 
“prudence and Judgment, of many of its professors, induce a 
“ confident hope that the revolution of another year may find 
“ us in possession of accomodations better comporting with the 
“ dignity of our order and convenience in the discharge of its 
“ duties. 

“ Those continuing to dwell together in unity we may 
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“ reasonably expect an increase of our members, and without 
“ which it is not to be desired, a corresponding increase in the 
“ respectability and utility of our Society. 

“ Let it not however be supposed while we importune your 
“ support for our Masonic Temple that we ask you to inter- 
“ rupt the Godlike Offices of Charity on this Account. No ! 
“ my Brethren ! we should indeed enter that Temple when 
“ completed, however magnificent its external architecture and 
“ its internal ornaments and decorations, with hearts filled 
“ with sorrow and regret did we believe the means of its erec- 
44 tion to have been taken from the worthy suffering Brother, 
“the weeping Widow, or the helpless Orphan. It is to be 
“ hoped that no such sacrifice of our principles, no such de- 
“ parture from our practices is necessary, and that we shall 
“ best insure a divine benediction on our exertions to accom- 
“ plish the former object by an unintermitted attention to the 
“ latter. 

“To the sacred oracles that lie open before you, I need not 
“ refer for the advice of inspiration itself to add to your 
“ brotherly kindness charity, c or to inform you that a faithful 
“ discharge of this duty will 9 cover a multitude of Sins, and 
“ that he truly honours God who remembereth the Poor. 

“Your feelings anticipate all my suggestions, and the prac- 
tice of Alms giving, preceeded by due enquirey as to merit, 
“ and regulated by the circumstances of your funds, will still 
“exhibit itself as the brightest ornament of your recorded 
“ transactions. 

“ The duties of this visitation are now fulfilled. 

“ The Lodge will be pleased to accept our earnest wishes for 
“ its encrease, harmony, prosperity. 

“We salute you individually, brethren, desiring with 
“Sincerity and paternal regard your personal Welfare, and 
“ supplicating the great Architect of heaven and earth, our 
“ Supreme Grand Master and bountiful benefactor, to shower 
“ down upon you still more abundantly the blessings of his 
“ providence to make your connection with Masonry contribute 
“ to the advancement of all your virtues, and redound to your 
“comfort and happiness here and hereafter. 
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“Amen ! so mote it be.”

purpose of erecting thereon a suitable building for their own 
accommodation and that of the subordinate Lodges in said 
City, And Whereas, the said Grand Lodge have commenced 
and considerably Advanced in the erection of said Building, 
in a stile calculated to embellish the City, and completely 
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Answer all the purposes to which it is to be appropriated, but 
the Funds of the said Grand Lodge are not sufficient to finish 
the same in the manner and as expeditiously as is desired. 
And Whereas it is deemed an Advantageous Measure to ex- 
tinguish by purchase, the Annual Ground Rent aforesaid, and 
it is fully believed that if a Loan of Forty Thousand Dollars 
can be obtained on a Credit of Fifteen Years, it will be suffi- 
cient for both the contemplated objects, and that the same as 
well as the Interest accruing thereon can be conveniently re- 
paid by the Grand Lodge, provided a plan for the judicious 
management and Appropriation of their future revenues is 
adopted and adhered to. And Whereas, it is considered by 
the said Grand Lodge that the following plan is well adapted 
to the purposes aforesaid, Therefore, On Motion made and 
Seconded, < Resolved Unanimously, That the same be and it is 
hereby adopted by this Grand Lodge, and that the proper 
measures be pursued for carrying the same into complete 
effect in all its parts. 

“ Plan of Loan Proposed to be received by the Grand Lodge 

of Pennsylvania. 

“ The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania will receive a Loan of 
Forty Thousand Dollars of such subordinate Lodges, Individual 
Brethren or other persons who may be disposed to subscribe to 
the same on the Terms hereinafter detailed, the sum received 
to be exclusively appropriated to the extinguishment of the 
Ground Rent of Eight Hundred and Fifty Dollars per Annum, 
payable out of the Lot owned by them in Chestnut Street, and 
to the completion of the New Plall now erecting thereon. 

“The Loan shall consist of Four Hundred Shares of One 
Hundred Dollars each, and it shall be at the option of the 
Subscribers either to Advance the whole Amount subscribed 
or to pay Twenty Five Dollars on each Share, and to have a 
Credit of Three, Six or Nine Months for the payment of the 
residue.

Which was thankfully received by this Grand Lodge. 

The R. W. Grand Master was pleased in an Address to the 
Grand Lodge to communicate that during the last Summer, 
Grand Visitations had been made to the different Lodges held 
in this City and to the Lodges held at Germantown and at 
Frankford, and that at said Visitations Circular Charges had 
been delivered by him to the Lodges embracing various topics 
of Masonic Interest, &c., &c. 

Whereupon, On Motion made and Seconded, 

Resolved Unanimously, That the thanks of this R. W. 
Grand Lodge be presented to the R. W. Grand Master for his 
said Address to this Grand Lodge and his Circular Charge to 
the Subordinate Lodges, And that he be respectfully requested 
to furnish Copies of the same for the purpose of being entered 
on the Minutes and of publication. 

The R. W. Grand Master was pleased to comply with the 
said request, and the said Address and Circular Charge are as 
follows, Viz : 

Address. 

“To the Right Worshipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
“ and Masonic Jurisdiction thereunto belonging : 

“ The Grand Master respectfully states 

“ That in the course of the last summer, he in Company 
“with the other Grand Officers visited Lodge N°* 81, held at 
“ Germantown, and Lodge N°- 102, held at Frankford, and 
“ delivered to them various advices on their duties to Masonry 
“ and to this R. W. Grand Lodge as the fountain of their 
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“ Masonic privileges and the supreme superintendent of their 
“ Masonic labours and conduct. The Counsels offered to the 
“ Brethren of these Lodges amongst others, included such as 
“ resulted from a strict examination of their recorded transac- 
“ tions performed by Brother Grand Secretary and reported 
“to the Grand Master previous to the Grand Visitation made 
“ to them respectively. The Communications of the Grand 
" Officers were received with great satisfaction by the Breth- 
“ ren, and the most cordial assurances of attachment to the 
“ Grand Lodge and obedience to its requisitions were tendered 
“ by each of the above Lodges. 

“ Although it has been impossible for the Grand Officers to 
“visit personally the other Lodges under this Jurisdiction out 
“ of the City, yet enquiry has been made as to their respective 
“ situations, and although some of them are in a very pros- 
“perous situation, and others of them are believed to be in as 
“thriving a state as is usually expected in the Country, where 
“ population being widely dispersed it is more inconvenient to 
“ members to attend the meetings, yet it is believed by the 
“ Grand Master that it would be very expedient to adopt some 
“ plan by means of which the benefits of annual visitation 
“might be extended to the Country Lodges. If the Grand 
“ Lodge should not find it practicable to form such a plan at 
“ present, it might be useful for the brother who may fill the 
“ station of Grand Master during the ensuing year, to address 
“ a comprehensive charge to those Lodges on such topics as 
“ more particularly apply to them, to be transmitted under the 
“sanction of the Grand Lodge with the other annual com- 
“ munications. 

“ The two lodges N°* 93 and N°* 112, under the Jurisdiction 
“of this Grand Lodge at New Orleans, having intimated a de- 
“ sire to be favoured with a visit from some brother properly au- 
“ thorized for the purpose, the Grand Master deputed Brother 
“ Richard Tice to perform that service. From his written re- 
“port it appears that he visited N 0, 93, But the Officers and 
“members of N°- 112 being chiefly absent from New Orleans 
“ during his stay, he was obliged to postpone his visitation to 
“ said Lodge until his next voyage to that place. The Grant 
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“ recently made of these New Warrants for Lodges at New 
“ Orleans must give a great spring to the spirit of Masoniy 
“ there, and prove highly favourable to the extension of the 
“ Character and respectability of this R. W. Grand Lodge. 

“The Lodges in the City have during the past Year, as 
“heretofore, been objects of the Grand Master's special care 
“ and attention. From them it may be reasonably expected, 
“ more distant lodges may take their tone and spirit as well as 
“ their mode of working. If they are flourishing and pros- 
“ perous, well principled and harmonious, orderly and skilful, 
“ obedient and submissive under the proper exercise of legiti- 
“ mate authority, their example will be likely to have a most 
“extensive and beneficial influence upon the whole fraternity 
“ under our cognizance, Whereas should the City Lodges be- 
“ come faint and declining, corrupted, unprincipled and dis- 
“ united, disorderly in their work and careless of discipline 
“ over their members, disobedient and restive under the un- 
“ avoidable corrections and Counsels of the Supreme head, the 
“ contagion would soon spread, and a malady of the most de- 
“ structive nature would ere long pervade the whole Masonic 
“ body under our Jurisdiction. 

“ Under these impressions the Grand Master and his Officers 
“ in the Month of September last, went through a laborious 
“ tour of visitation to all the Lodges in this City, except N°- 
“73, the visitation to which is shortly to take place. The 
“book of transactions of each Lodge w^as, as heretofore, sub- 
“ mitted to the deliberate scrutiny of the Grand Secretary, who 
“ exhibited in the discharge of this important duty the same 
“firmness and impartiality, unmingled with any mixture of 
“undue censoriousness, which the Grand Master has on 
“ former occasions with great pleasure applauded, and wdiich 
“ contributes in so material a manner to increase the utility 
“of these annual visitations. 

“The explanatory remarks of the Grand Master on the 
“ reading of these reports in each Lodge, and their entry upon 
“their minutes, it is hoped will eventually produce a uni- 
“ formity and beauty in the records of our society eminently 
“ conducive to its welfare. A Circular charge embracing var- 
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“ious topics of Masonic interest was also read by the Grand 
“ Master, and received with apparent feeling and attention by 
“ the brethren who on the occasions now referred to, as here- 
tofore, manifested all those good dispositions which ought’ 
“ always to be characteristic of the professors of our noble art. 

“ Upon the whole, progressive improvement in all, and the 
“ most conspicuous advances in some of the City Lodges are 
“ clearly discoverable, and the increase of New Members during 
“the past year is beyond all former example. If we connect 
“ with these pleasing manifestations of our prosperity, the cir- 
cumstances of the late frequency of applications for New 
“Warrants, and the alacrity and liberality of many of the 
“Lodges and Individual Brethren in their contributions to 
“the erection of the New Hall, we may safely pronounce the 
“ present situation of the Grand and subordinate Lodges to be 
“ such as will bear a comparison with those of any of our 
“ Sister states. 

“ The Grand Master cannot close the present report with- 
“ out tendering to the Brethren his sincere congratulations on 
“ this auspicious posture of their Affairs, and inviting them to 
“ a continuance in the same laudable path of duty by which 
“it has been produced. Nothing but the prevalence of uni- 
“ versal harmony and confidence and an undivided union in 
“ the promotion of one great object, totally divested of the in- 
“ fluence of selfish feelings, and all the discordant passions of 
“ our nature, could have raised us to our present respectable 
“ rank in the Masonic world. 

“Nothing, (if we continue to be blessed with the smiles of 
“ a benignant providence,) can hurl us from it, but a depart- 
“ ure from our principles, the introduction of a spirit of faction 
"and disunion, and an abandonment of that commendable 
“course of action so long and so happily maintained amongst 
“us. 

“ From all such evils may our supreme Grand Master still 
“afford us his beneficient protection, and at the ensuing 
“annual commemoration of the festival of our holy Patron S*- 
“John, within the Walls of our New Temple may there be ex- 
“ hibited such an assemblage of the Craft as the like occasion 
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“ has not heretofore been witnessed. May true fellowship and 
“brotherly love inspire the heart of every faithful Mason who 
“becomes our associate on that day, and may our enjoyments 
“ be increased by the pleasing anticipation of those we are yet 
“to share, when our great undertaking shall have progressed 
“ to its conclusion, and we are enabled with uplifted hands 
“and hearts to consecrate this magnificent edifice to the 
“honour of the Glory of the Great Architect of Universal 
“ Nature. “ James Milnor.” 

Circular Address 

Delivered by James Milnor, Esq r * Right Worshipful Grand 
Master, to the subordinate Lodges in the City at the Grand 
Visitations in September, 1810. 

“ My respected Brethren : 

“ While the transatlantic world is ruinously employed in 
“wasting its inhabitants and draining its resources in pro- 
tracted and destructive wars, how inestimably favoured by 
“the benedictions of the Almighty Architecture and ruler 
“ of the Universe, should we as Citizens, but much more as 
“ Masons, consider ourselves in the continued preservation of 
“the peace of our Country, the possession of civil liberty 
“under the protection of a mild Government of our own 
“ choice, and surrounded by all the means of rational enjoy- 
“ ment. 

“ For although amid the din of arms, intestine commotions, 
“and the revolutions of Empires, the sacred banners of Free 
“ Masonry have in all ages been respected, and in the hands 
“ of the genius of humanity have often assuaged the horrors 
“ of massacre and bloodshed, yet is it under the peaceful reign 
“ of quiet and tranquility that she desires to dwell. 

“ In times of National, as well as of individual difficulty and 
“ distress, she shrinks not from the kindly offices of concilia- 
tion and beneficence, but she does not find in civil broils and 
“tumults, nor in the distraction of governmental councils, nor 
“ in the contests of nations, the natural sphere for the exercise 
“ of her innocent and useful institutions. Taking no part in 
“the disastrous contentions of mankind, except to mitigate 
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“ their fury and heal the wounds which they occasion, it is in 
“ the bosom of peace she delights to instruct her votaries, to 
“ administer to them well regulated enjoyments, and to direct 
“them to those Offices of active benevolence which in the best 
“ state of human society are required from man to man. 

“ It was therefore natural to expect that in such a clime as 
“ ours, Masonry should partake in the general prosperity and 
“ improvement. This expectation has been happily realized. 

“ In each member of our political association the noble art 
“ is practised and encouraged. Scarcely is a new state added 
“ to the union until the number of Lodges within its borders 
“ has so increased as to render necessary, the superintendance 
“ of a Grand Lodge, with all of which, that of our own State 
“ keeps up an unremitted fraternal correspondence. 

“We are enabled by this means now to congratulate you 
“ and the whole fraternity on the general well being of the 
“ Craft. It has grown with the nations’s growth and strength- 
“ ened with her strength. Its ramifications are co-extensive 
“ with our territorial limits, and the principles of the order 
“ are more and more the study and the practice of its members. 

“ In this City the revival of masonic zeal, which we had 
“ occasion to applaud several years ago, has continued with a 
“ vast increase of ardour, and been attended with the most 
“ pleasing results. 

“ The number of our members has increased during the last 
“and present years beyond our most sanguine expectations, 
“and we have great pleasure in believing that the additions 
“ are of such, as will equally promote the internal improve- 
“ ment of our lodges, and the reputation of the society in the 
“ world. Indeed we have already seen much of the prejudice, 
“ which serious and well disposed persons entertained on this 
“subject happily removed, and we have little hesitation in 
“advancing our firm conviction that on ourselves it depends, 
“ not only to preserve the good opinion of our present friends, 
“but to acquire that of others, and by these means progres- 
“ sively to extend the benefits of these valuable associations. 
“Nor should we estimate lightly the sentiments which the re- 
“ spectable part of our fellow Citizens hold towards us. From 
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“ them, without descending to personal importunity and per- 
“ suasion, and disdaining every artifice to induce a union with 
“ us, we should calculate on receiving continued accessions of 
“ members, and even with regard to such whose circumstances 
“ or whose inclinations do not admit of their possessing that 
“ advantage, a just pride of character will always induce us to 
“ desire their approbation and good will. 

“ We should review the great increase of our Society with 
“ little satisfaction, did we not find ourselves Justified in bear- 
“ ing testimony to many other exhilerating circumstances 
“ which have attended it. Several practices in our lodges, the 
“ subjects of former censure and animadversion have totally 
“ disappeared ; others have sensibly diminished, and amongst 
“ the brethren of this City there never was manifested a more 
“ eager desire to become expert in the work of the Craft, 
“ orderly in the conduct of business, submissive to the exercise 
“of the just authority of their Officers, attentive to the 
“ decency and beauty of the ornaments of the order, and ex- 
“ emplary in the whole round of Masonic deportment and be- 
“ haviour. 

“ In conveying to you, who are the subjects of it, this well 
“ merited commendation, we mean not to flatter you, nor 
“ would we be understood as encouraging a belief that we have 
“ attained the summit of improvement. Much good has been 
“ done. Much remains to be done. The perfection of the 
“ system of amelioration rests with you and with us, and from 
“ what has been already effected, we derive the most encourag- 
“ ing hopes for the future. 

“ There is not a member in our society who may not be 
“ useful in his allotted station. We know the force of example, 
“ and however obscure any individual may appear, we assure 
“ him that his conduct either promotes or injures the cause to 
“ which he has pledged his support. 

“ How strong an inducement does this suggestion furnish 
“ for the utmost circumspection and care on the part of every 
“ member? As an evidence of the elevated rank to which our 
“ institution has arisen in public estimation, might be men- 
“ tioned the readiness w T ith which, in the course of less than 
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“ two hours, the sum of fourty thousand dollars was subscribed 
“ to the loan effected for the completion of the New Hall, 
“ and this chiefly by gentlemen wholly unconnected with 
“ Masonry. The completion of that noble edifice, and the re- 
“ demption of the loan with which we have been assisted, are 
“ at present objects of the highest importance. We introduce 
“ the subject for the purpose of preserving in Activity, that zeal 
“ that prompted to the undertaking, and on the effects of which 
“ it must depend for its final accomplishment. 

“ Some brethren have not yet enrolled themselves in the 
“ honourable list of contributors, a few have omitted the dis- 
11 charge of the Sums they have subscribed, and many have 
“ been led into remissness by a mistaken supposition that the 
“ energetic and salutary measures pursued by the Grand Lodge, 
“have superceded the necessity of their personal aid. It is 
“our duty to correct this error. We have been aided by a 
“ Loan, that connected with our own resources has supplied us 
“ with the means of progressing rapidly in the construction of 
“ this magnificent monument of Masonic enterprise, but we are 
“ subjected thereby to the payment of a heavy interest, and 
“ our property and faith are solemnly pledged for the repay- 
“ ment of the principal. Such is also the extent of the under- 
taking, that it is now ascertained that further funds will be 
“ requisite to finish it in a desirable stile of external elegance 
“and internal beauty and convenience. We therefore con- 
“ sider it a prominent duty of this visitation to appeal as well 
“to the Masonic fidelity and attachment of the Lodges for 
“their Assistance, as to the liberality of the brethren for their 
“private advances and their personal influence and exertion. 
“ We plead for no advantage to the Grand Lodge in w r hich 
“ every subordinate lodge, and every brother is not a sharer. 

“ The common benefit should be effected by an undivided 
“ union of exertion, and if your views are carried forward to 
“the contemplation of the grandeur and respectability of the 
“Society, administering its functions in an unincumbered 
“temple of its own, unequalled in beauty and convenience by 
“any edifice of the kind in our Country, where is the Mason 
“ so poor, either in Spirit or in purse, who will not with 
“alacrity contribute what his means may afford? 
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“ Amidst the several topics of congratulation to which we 
“ have alluded, it is a singular addition to our pleasure in 
“ their communication that we find so little to reprehend in 
“our several lodges. We have in some, however, to recom- 
“ mend still more care and caution in the admission to mem- 
“ bership, and in the selection of the Officers of the Lodge. 
“ Known vices in the individual proposed, should form a con- 
“ elusive reason for an unhesitating rejection of his applica- 
“ tion. With all the improvement, the means of which our 
“Society furnish, it is never safe to trust to the experiment of 
“ transforming a bad man and a vicious member of the com- 
“ munity, into a good mason and virtuous supporter of the 
“ principles of our order. 

“ With respect to the Offices of the lodge, and more particu- 
“ larly the Chief, if incapable or negligent men are chosen to 
“ fill them, the experience of want of order in the transaction 
“ of business, and of skill in the administration of our myster- 
“ ies, will induce a lassitude on the part of the members, first 
“occasioning the absence of many from the meetings, and 
“ ending in actual secessions from the Lodge. An expert and 
“ industrious workmen at the head of the work has the same 
“ invigorating effect in free, as in operative Masonry. 

“ An ignorant or an indolent master will drive away from 
“ his operations the skilful and ambitious, and impart the 
“ tinge of his own character to all who have patience to attend 
“ him. 

“ Connected with this subject is the duty of each member to 
“become well acquainted with the work of the Craft, that he 
“ may qualify himself for an honourable admission to visit in 
“ all lodges, discern the beauties of our order that lie hid from 
“ vulgar eyes, and prepare himself for the honours which may 
“await them. We would particularly press this duty upon 
“ members whose education and talents authorize them to 
“ anticipate advancement by their brethren. 

“Without desiring to encourage too restless an anxiety for 
“promotion which generally ends in disappointment, we 
“ would almost venture to assure the modest and intelligent 
“aspirer after masonic elevation, that his brethren will not be 
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“ blind to his merits, but that an ultimate reward will as- 
suredly follow his endeavours. Should untoward circum- 
“ stances of any kind occur to frustrate his hopes, he will at 
“ least enjoy the satisfaction of having done his duty, and of 
“ deserving, though he could not command success. We will 
“ not trespass upon your time by a repetition of the advices 
“ heretofore offered you. The charges of former years are in 
“ possession of the Lodge, and such brethren who had not an 
“ opportunity of hearing them delivered at the former visita- 
“ tions may, if they see proper, give them a candid perusal. 

“We trust the principles and practices they recommend cr 
“ enjoin are congenial with the genuine spirit of masonry, and 
“ although we have not the vanity to suppose that the im- 
“ proved state of the Craft has resulted from them, or any other 
“ work of ours, yet we rejoice at the happy coincidence we per- 
“ ceive between the precepts they contain and the conduct of 
“ the brethren. 

“ Much labour in the Article of instruction is saved by the 
“ very nature of our institution. For as a well assorted 
“ garden furnishes, in every walk, the varied means of gratify- 
“ ing the senses, so does the Lodge in all its compartments 
“ continually present to the beholder, objects of intellectual 
“ pleasure and improvement. 

“The Jewells and clothing that decorates our persons, the 
“ symbols of Masonry dispersed about the lodge, the adminis- 
“ tration of our solemn rites, the lectures appurtenant to each 
“ successive advancement, and above all the sacred oracles of
